SEWATE REFUSES 10 PRINT THE PAPERS 


Correspondence Is Sent to the Sena- 
tors Who Are Now (Worrying 
with Peace Treaty of Which 
They Form So Import- — 

ant a Part. 


Washington, January 30.—The president 
today sent to the senate the correspondence 
on file in the state department bearing 
upon the peace treaty, and it was read in 
today’s executive session. 

The correspondence was sent in response 
to the resolution introduced by Senator 
Hoar and included most of the letters and 
cablegrams from the commissioners to the 
president and from the president to the 
commissioners in the way of instructions 
in ceturn. The documentg are numerous, 
@s there were telegrams, letters and re- 
ports for almost every day the commission 
was. in Paris. 

One of the first cablegrams from the 
president ingtructed them to demand the 
cession of Luzon island only of the Philip- 
pines and he told them that full sovereign\ 
ty should come with it. 

The reading of the correspondence 
ceived the closest attention from the sena- 
tors, ‘ 

In submitting the papers the president 
sent a brief message saying that he trans- 
mitted them in accordance with the regolu- 
tion. 

The reading consumed the entire execu- 
tive session, lasting from 2 to 5:30 o'clock. 
Much of the mattér ~covéfed tlie same 
ground as that already published, but it 
was presented in the form in which the 
proceedings were outlined from day to day 
in the cable correspondence between Sec- 
retary Day as the president’s representa- 
tive on the one hand and Commissioner 
Day as the representative of the American 
commissioners on the other. 

The principal interest among the senators 
attached to the president's instructions to 
insist upon the cession of the island of 
Luzon, and after that in the decision to 
take the entire group of islands. This Jat- 
ter development appeared from the corre- 
spondence to be a growth, and the sug- 
gestion was made by the commissioners 
to the president as the result of occur- 
rences at Paris after the arrival there of 
the commissioners, In his dispatch concern- 
ing Luzon he said there was but one al- 
ternative—the United States must either 
take the island and assume sovereignty or 
return it to Spain, and of the two courses 
he preferred the former. 


Wouldn’t Let Go Any of the Islands. 

Spain was from the’ first unwilling to 
cede any of the Philippines and she made 
objection to letting go of Luzon alone. The 
commissioners, with the. exception of Sena- 
tor Gray, urged that to take Luzon and 
leave the other islands of the archipelago 
in the hands of the Spaniards would be 
to invite innumerable complications with 
other nations and especially with Europe 
and with Spain. 

Much stress was laid upon the probabil- 
iiy of future trouble with Spain. With 
Luzon under American administration, 
there would soon be such a vast improve- 
ment, they wrote, that the other islanders 
would soon grow more and more rebellious, 
and with Spain's oppressive methods of 
government we would soon again find that 
we had another Cuba at another door. 
Furthermore, there would be constant fili- 
pustering and we should find ourselves 
spending millions to preserve a state of 
neutrality just as we did in the case of 
Cuba prior to our declaration of war on 
account of that island. y 

General Merritt’s testimony on this point 
was cited and was made the reason for 
much of the argument in favor of taking 
the entire group. 

The president does not appear to have 
at any time given explicit instructions to 
consummate the bargain by taking all 
the Philippines but rather after hearing a 
full explanation to have left the matter 

to the disegetion of the commissioners.

MAY HAVE TO PAY FOR BOYCOTT 


Stock Dealers Bring Suit for Damages 


Against an Association. 

Cincinnati, January 30.—Jerome Colton & 
Co., stock dealers in this city, have brought 
sult for $75,000 against an association of 
stock dealers of the city. for an alleged 
boycott. The case came before the United 
States court on demurrer. 

Judge Thompson decided that the con- 
duct alleged in the petition amounted to 
the formation of a trust in restriction of 
trade and was a good ground for an action 
for damages. He ordered the defendants 
to show cause why judgment should not 
be rendered against them. 

Colton & Co. alleged that they were noti- 
fied that unless they joined the combination 
they would be boycotted and persons who 
dealt with them would be black-listed. 


POTTAWATTOMIE CHIEF BURIED. 


Last Leader of an Old Tribe Is Laid 
To Rest. 

Hartford, Mich., January 30.—Simon Po- 
kagon, the last chief of the Pottawattomie 
Indians, who died last Wednesday, was 
buried today at Rush Lake Roman Cath- 
olic cemetery. 

The funeral service was conducted at the 
residence of John Mix by Father Joos, a 
Ghurch funeral having been refused Po- 
kagon, he having married a divorced wo- 
man five yearns ago. He was buried beside 
his first wife an@ two children. 

Nearly the whole Pokagon band, 300 
strong, attended the funeral and showed 
much sorrow. Many white people also at- 
tended. 


THIRD INFANTRY STARTS AWAY. 


Regulars Leave Fort Snelling for the 
Philippine Islands. 

St. Paul, January 30.—With the mercury 
at 26 bélow zero, the Third regular infan- 
try today began their long journey to the 
tropical heat of the Philippines. Tha heavy 
baggage train left last week. Colonel Page 
has requested that there be no formal 
farewell, but a large crowd cheered the 
parting soldiers. 

This regiment has been located at Fort 


Snelling fourteen years, except for the four 


months of hard Cuban service, It is the 
oldest American regiment, with a gallant 
record extending back to the revolutionary 
war. :

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SUICIDE OF HAMILTON JAY... 


HE WAS A VETERAN EDITOR OF 
JACKSONVILLE, FLA. 


Left a Note Saying He Preferred Death 
to Insanity—Swallowed Cyanide . 
of Potassium. 


_ Jacksonville, Fla., January 30.—(Special.)— 
Colonel Hamilton Jay, Florida’s poet lau- 


reate and. veteran editor, died late last 
night by his own hand and was found 
this morning cold in death in his room at 
Bettelini’s hotel on Bay street. A note on 
the table by the dead man explained the 
manner of his death and said: 

“Death is preferable to insanity, and I 
choose it as the lesser of two evils.” 

On last Wednesday night Colonel Jay 
bought two ounces of cyanide of potasium, 
which was the drug he used last night in 
taking this life. For some months past he 
has been in dire distress and imbecility 
from the influehce of opium, a habit he 
cultivated during recent years. He was 
a colonel of cavalry in a New Jersey regi- 
ment in the-civil war and has resided in 
Florida since, doing literary work. His 
verse and prose found much popularity in 
Florida. He was for many years on the 
staff of The Jacksonville Times-Union, los- 
ing his position upon the consolidation of 
The Citizen and Times-Union several years 
ago. His wife left him then, and after 
getting a divorce, married at Live Oak. 
Colonel Jay’s acquaintances have helped 
him live since his imbecility unfitted him 
for literary labors.

Bacon's Views of the Philippines Cause 
a Number of Speeches, 


CARTER STANDS BY THE PRESIDENT 


The United States Senate Shows It Is 
Not in a Humor to Consider Any- 
thing but the Peace Treaty 
Just at the Present 
Time, 


Washington, January 3.—An effort on the 
part of Mr. Allison, of lowa, to obtain con- 
sideration in the senate today for the In- 
dian appropriation pill precipitated a run- 
ning debate, which occupied all the time 
until the senate at 2 o’clock went into ex- 
ecutive session on the péace treaty. . 

A house joint resolution authorizing the 
secretary ‘of war to admit to the West 
Point military academy as a student Andres 
Poute Ruego, of Venezuela, was adopted at 
the opening of the.session. 

‘Mr. Mason, of Illinois, called up his res- 
olution offered Saturday afternoon and pre- 
sented a resolution in an amended form as 
follows: 

‘‘Whereas, a large number of sailors and 
soldiers of the United States are now in 
the Philippine islands or on their way there; 
and, 

“‘Wihereas, there are differing newspaper 
reports as to the condition of the health 
of the soldiers and sailors; and, 

*“‘Whereas, it is represented by the press 
that there is a large percentage of those 
who are sick by reason of ,the climate of 
said islands; and, a 

“Whereas, it is stated tipon good medical 
authority that during the late year as 
high as 50 per cent of the soldiers unac- 
customed to that climate have died by rea- 
son of the said climate; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That the secretary of war be 
directed to furnish for the information of 
the senate an statement as to the percentage 
of our soldiers who are sick and have been 
sick and the number of deaths in our army 
by reason of the sickness caused by the 
climate in said islands, and to set forth 
when, according ta the.generally accepted 
term, the sickly season -beging in the said

Mr. Allison, of Iowa, called up the pend- 
ing Indian appropriation bill and asked the 
senate to proceed with its consideration. 

Peace Treaty Bobs Up. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, sald that when 
he and other senators agreed to vote next 
Monday on the peace treaty, it was their 
understanding that opportunity would be 
afforded to vote first upon certain pending 
resolutions, which are pertinent to the 
main question. 

Mr. Allison replied that he had no desire 
to interfere with any matters pertaining to 
the treaty, but in the absence of formal no- 
tice of any senator to speak today, he 
thought it an opportune time to take up the 
Indian bill. 

Mr. Jones said there was a desi-e that 
the resolutions be passed upon by the sen- 
ute before the treaty was voted upon. Per- 
sonally, he was ready to vote today. 

Mr. Bacon, who was anxious to obtain 
action upon his resolutions, said that un- 
jess action should be taken before the yote 
upon the treaty was taken all of the cog- 
nate resolutions would be displaced and ren- 
dered nil. 

After ‘further debate and at the request 
of Mr. Bacon the resolutions were laid 
before the senate.. 

Instantly Mr. Chandler, of New Hamp- 
shire, entered a motion to refer the resolu- 
tions to the committee on foreign rela- 
tions. 

Mr. Bacon thought this scarcely fair, as 
the motion of Mr. Chandler, he said, meant 
indisputably that the resolutions should 
die. 

Mr. Chandler disclaimed any attempt to 
dispose summarily of Mr. Bacon’s resolu- 
tions, although he thought they ought to 
be considered by the committee. He held 
it was only feasonable that a vote should 
be had on the resolutions, and personally 
he would not object to a vote next Friday 
or Saturday. He thought, however, no ac- 
tion bearing in any way upon the treaty 
ought to be taken by the senate until the 
vote was had on the treaty ttself next 
Monday. The pending resolutions would 
then come up very naturally, 

Mr. Bacon said his desire was to obtain 
early action upon the resolutions in order 
that the house might have an opportunity 
to pass upon them Wefore the expiration 
of the present congress by limitation. 


Carter Wants Treaty Adopted. 

Mr. Carter, of Montana, discussing not 
only the resolutions offered by Mr. Bacon, 
but also the situation as it was presented 
to the senate, declared that no public in- 


a vote upon the resolutions at this session 
of congress. A favorable vote upon any 
of the pending resolutions, before the con- 
clusion of the work on the treaty of peace, 
would be a vote of lack of confidence in 
the American people. That, he thought, 
Was a preposterous proposition. The treaty 
now under consideration did not render it 
either desirable Or proper that this con- 
gress should pass upon the future of the 
Philippine islands. He declared that there 
was no disposition on any hand to dispose 
of the Philippines In any other way than 
the enlightened judgment and acute intel- 
lect of the American people should dictate. 
So far ds he was personally concerned, Mr. 
Carter said, he was not to mort- 
gage the future or to attempt to 
in any manner the action of the next or 
any other future congresses. The treaty 
dia not bind congress to do a that 
was not in consonance with the enlightened 
sense of the American people, -

QUARLES WINS IN WISCONSIN. 


LEGISLATURE ELECTS SUCCESSOR 
TO SENATOR MITCHELL. 


Cne Candidate After Another Is With- 
drawn Until Only One Is Left 
in the Race. |

Madison, Wis., January 30.—The senato- 
rial deadlock was broken tonight. Joseph 
V. Quarles; of Milwaukee, was nominated 
in the republican caucus to succeed John 
L. Mitchell, Whose term expires on the 4th 
of March. -A big crowd filled the lobbies 
in expectation of a ndmination and the 
keenest interest was manifested. When the 
roll call was ended Assemblyman Zinn, of 


‘Milwaukee, got the floor and formally with- 


drew the name of Isaac Stephenson as @ 
candidate. He said: 

“Mr. Stephenson’s withdrawal leaves his 
supporters free to vote as they wish, and 
I, for one, will henceforth vote for J. V. 
Quarles.’’ Mr. Zinn’s statement was greet- 
ed with an outburst of applause. 

Senator McGillivray then took the floor 
and withdrew Congressman Babcock’s 
name. 

“It.is Mr. Babcock’s wish,” said Senator 
McGillivray, ‘“‘fhat harmony be preserved, 
and he desires that his name be withdrawn 
for the good of the republican party. His 
withdrawal leaves his supporters to vote 
as they wish.”’ 

Another burst of applause, and Assem- 
blyman Wiliams got the floor and with- 
drew Mr. Cook’s name... 

Judge Webb’s name was withdrawr and 
the roll call was ordered... A few names 
were called by Secretary Ray, when Sena- 
tor Hatton moved that the nomination be 
made unanimous. The chairman ruled the 
motien out of order, as the roll cal] had 
begun, but said that he would put the mo- 
tion if there was’no objection. Senator 
Green objected and wanted the roll called, 
and it was everybody voting ‘‘Quarles,” 
with a shout, but Assemblyman Daggett, 
who came in during the roll call and not 
knowing what was going on, voted ‘“‘Ste- 
phenson”’’ amidst laughter. He afterwards 
changed to Quarles and the vote was made 
unanimous. 

Joseph Very Quarles is a native of Wis- 
consin and is fifty-six years of age. In 1862 
he entered the University of Michigan but 
left his studies during the war of secession 
and enlisted in the Thirty-ninth Wisconsin 
infantry, being made first Meutenant. He 
Was admitted to the bar in 1868. He was 
electe@ mayor of Kenosha and also repre- 
serted his district in the Jegislature as as- 
semblyman and-serator. He practiced law 
in Racine a number of years and removed 
to'Milwaukee in 1888, since which time he 
has carried on a successful] law practice, 


THIRTY-FIVE VOTES FOR QUAY. 


Quaker Legislature Failed To Have a 
Quorum Present. 
Harrisburg, Pa., January 30.—There were 
only 39 votes cast at today’s joint assembly 

for United States senator.

NO ONE WILL BE DISFRANCHISED 


North Carolina Democrats. Will Keep 
the Promise They Made. 
Raleigh, N. C., January 30.—(Special.)— 
Democratic State Chairman Simmons, in 
regard to the voting on the amendment to 
limit the ‘negro franchise, says all voters, 
white and black, will be given opportunity 
to vote on this anmtendment; that democrats 
so promised during the last campaign, 
and they. will keep that promise. and so 
there will, in the vote on this -amendment, 

be no restriction of the suffrage. 

Some western members of the legislature, 
democrats, said today that during the cam- 
paign they were called on to say whether 
they would vote for disfranchisement, and 
promised they would not disfranchise any- 
body. 


Four Ballots in Utah,

AMERICANS TEACH ISLANDERS. 


General John Eaton Has Been Made 
Commissioner of Education. 

Washington, January 30.—Assistant Sec- 
retary of War Meiklejohn made public to- 
day a letter recently received from General 
Henry, governor general of Porto Rico, 
in which he states that he has appointed 
General John Eaton, formerly United 
Statks commissioner of education, super- 
intendent of public schools for Porto Rico. 

Genera] Henry also says that steps have 
been taken to secure the services of fifty 
or more American teachers for the especial 
purpose of introducing in the island Amer- 
ican methods of instruction and the teach- 
ing of English. 


BEEF NOT CONDEMNED IN CUBA. 


Officer Wires Commissary. General of 
Condition of Shipment. 
Washington, January 30.—The commissary 
general's office has received a telegram 
from Lieutenant Colonel Abiel Smith at 
Havana concerning the beef shipped on the 
Mohican, for which a board of survey was 

ordered. The dispatch says: 

“Not a pound of beef condemned or 
thrown overboard known to me. On the 
contrary, board called for by me  pro- 
nounced beef fine. Quartermaster unloaded 
part of cargo contrary to my Trecommenda- 
tion, but was stopped and ship heid till it 
could be properly handled. My calling the 
board was unnecessary, but deemed a wise 
precaution.

Wealthy Woman Commits Suicide at 
Atlantic City. 

Atlantic City, N. J., January .—Because 
of continued failing health, Mrs. J. Myers, 
a wealthy visitor from Pittsburg, com- 
mitted suicide by jumping into the ocean 
from the end of Young’s ocean plier, about 
noon today. Mrs. Myers, accompanied by 
her maid, went on the pier shortly after 10 
o'clock, walking to the end of the structure. 
As they neared the end Mrs, Myers walked 
slightly in advance of her maid. 

As the latter’s attention was temporarily 
attracted in an opposite direction, Mrs. 
Myers climbed over the railing and jumped 
into the sea. The maid called lustily for 
help, and two policemen answered her cries. 
There were no life lines or boats on the 
pier, ho-vever, to go to the assistance of the 
woman, and she was drowned before aid 
could be rendered. Deceased was about 
fifty years of age.

SPEAKER WRIGHT RESIGNS. 


Deadlock in California Legislature Re- 
mains Unchanged. 


Sacramento, January #.—Speaker Wright 
today tendered his resignation as speaker 
of the house. In his resignation he set forth 
that he had been guilty of no crime, and 
that he regarded the findings of the special 
committee as not warranted by the evi- 
dence, but that as the report showed a 
number of the body thovght his conduct 
censurable, he concluded to take the course 
he had taken in resigning. 

The resignation was accepted, and Alden 
Anderson, speaker pro tem. of tie assem- 
bly, was elected to Wright's place. 

After considerable debate, the report of 
the special committee as presented to the 
house on last Friday was adopted. 

A resolution was introduced by Burpett, 
democrat, providing for the wnseating of 
Wright. It was lost, but one of the mem- 
bers voting for it. 

The vote for United States senator taken 
at noon today showed the deadlock to be 
unbroken, the ballot resulting the same as 
those taken during the last ten days.

This Soldier Came to Grief. 

During the past six or eight months the 
railroads centering in Washington and 
other cities have been granting to fur- 
loughed and to soldiers on sick leave the’ 
courtesy of a half-rate ticket to « their 
homes upon presentation of the proper pa- 
pers. Some brokers took advantage of this 
kindness on the part of the companies and 
a number of cases were reported where 
soldiers would obtain the half-rate ticket@ 
and then gell them directly to the scalpers. 
Efforts were made to stop the practice, 
and one of the latdst cases that has come 
up is that of Private Joseph M. Parks, 
of battery A, Sixth United States artillery. 
Last October he obtained from the Balti- 
more and Ohio ticket agent in Washington 
a half-rate ticket to Kansas City and im- 
mediately sold it to a broker. The ticket 
was found in the hands of an innocent’ 
purchaser and during the investigation the 
matter came to the ears of the government 
with the result that Parks has been court 
martialed and sentenced to hard labor for 
a period of six months. It is likely, how- 
ever, that his punishment will not be go 
severe, as the railroad company has asked 
for a reduction of sentence, believing that 
Parks was unduly influenced by the 
scalper.

shield the accused. Nothing hag been left 
undone which could possibly furnish a loop 
hole through which the brilliant and attrac- 
tive captain might escape. 
The Letter of the Comptroller. 

There have been some remarkable turns 
in this much-discussed case since the pa- 
pers reached Washington, but Perhaps the 
most remarkable of the lot is that disclosed 
by the reply which Comptroller of the 
Treasury Tracewell sent to an inquiry of 
Secretary Alger on last Thursday. 

From the day the courtmartial reached its 


4 finding, the friends of Captain Carter have 


been most diligent in their efforts to find 
some way to overthrow that verdict. The 
finding of the court was, it is known, unan- 
imous, and all the efforts of those interested 
to make it appear that the trial was not 
eminently fair have availed nothing with 
officers of the army, most of the men. who 
had stuck closest to Carter having been 
convinced that he is guilty of all that was 
charged. A few are with him still, but for 
the most part these are civilians who are 
themselves more or less directly interested. 
The judge advocate general, after a thor- 
ough study of the proceedings, gave his 
formal approval to the verdict of the court, 
and with any ordinary defendant that 
would have settled everything, except, of 
course, the president’s power to exercise 


clemency. 
No Ordinary Man. 

But it has long since been demonstrated 
that Carter is no ordinary defendant, and 
no ordinary man. Not only has he had the 
greatest political pull that an army officer 
has ever had—that is, the greatest personal 
puli—but there are some very strong inter- 
ests that are in the same boat with him, 
making that pull doubly powerful. 

The first thing these people did after the 
papers had left the office of the judge ad- 
vocate general was to: urge the importance 
of their being submitted to somebody else 
to determine ‘whether the court proceeded 
properly; Whether its actions were 


contended by these gentlemen that the ways 
of military courtmartials are sometimes 


within the rules of legal practice. It was. 


peculiar, and that ‘thé)cate was too im- . 
portant to ‘be disposed of in the regular, 
channels. Other great cases had been con-. 


_.. | Senator Bdmunds’s Bill. 

Bemator Edmunds presented a bill of $5,600 
for his services in the case and $600 for ex- 
penses incurred. It is thig bill that has 
brought to light the particular turn in the 
case—the one referred to. 

When tt was sent to the secretary of war 
he began casting about to find a fund out 
of which it might be paid, One appropria- 
tion after dhother was suggested to him 
by his bureau chiefs, but a etudy of the 
law in each case showed that the bill could 
not be met from that. particular fund or 
appropriation,’ The situation was unique. 
The law provided the war department with 
all the necessary legal talent, furnished 
all the legal channels necessary to its 
business; and even the contingent fund 
at the disposal of the secretary was so 
guarded that it could not be used for pur- 
poses so clearly outside of the work of 
the department as this investigation which 
Senator Edmunds had conducted. 

Treasury officials are hard hearted. They 
are inclined to decline to homor warrants 
which do not come strictly within the pro- 
visions of the law, congress having wisely 
made them jointly responsible for the dis- 
bursement of the government's money. 
Somebody suggested to the secretary of 
war that about the only appropriation not 
hedged about by cruel law was that emer- 
gency fund which congress had placed at 
the disposal of the president and in ac- 
cordance with this suggestion the secretary 
wrote Comptroller Tracewell asking his 
opinion, 

No, a Thousand Times. 

The comptroller lost ne time in giving it. 
He gives a most emphatic ‘‘no.’’ Just what 
he must have thought of the suggestion 
that money appropriated for the national 
defense might be used in this way Mr. 
Tracewell does not say, for he is both dis- 
creet and diplomatic; but he does say that 
the Edmunds bill cannot be paid from that 
fund. 

The effect of this ruling makes a special 
act of congress necessary before Judge 
Edmunds can be paid. Of course, some of 
Carter’s influential friends might easily 
nave paid the bill, and would doubtless have 
gladly done eo had the matter been kept 
quiet, but now that the question thas been 
raised and public attention has been at- 
tracted to the case, it would hardly be 
proper for interested parties to be allowed 
to pay the bills of the government. For 
Judge Edmunds is acting presumably on 
behalf of the government. 

The introduction of the bill to make this 
appropriation means the opening up of the 
Carter case before congress, and that is 
juet what all of those interested with Car- 
ter have least desired. The calcifiim of 
congressional consideration would bring to 
light all of the peculiar ramifications of 
the Atlantic Construction Company and 
the other people with whom Carter has 
been associated. These disclosures would 
hurt many people. They -would call a 
halt, in the first place, to the efforts to 
keep Captain Carter out of prison—efforts 
being made by some people out of genuine 
care and consideration for Carter, who is 
one of the best fellows in the world, and 
efforts being made by some other people 
from reasons purely selfish. 

Will the Real Criminal Escape? . 

Those who have had a hand fn the official 
consideration ‘of the case afe convinced 
that Carter, thougl guilty of all that has 
been charged against him, and by that 
token a thief of most gentlemanly propor- 
tions, is mot the real criminal. They be- 
lieve that thé arch criminal is one of the 
men who was associated with him and 
who used Carter as a more or less willing 
tool. Send Carter to the penitentiary, they 
argue, and it is only a question of a short 
time when he tells the whole story. This 
would implicate men very high in monetary 
circles and in politics—republican politics 
and democratic as well; let him go, miti- 
gate his sentence by relieving him of the 
prison feature, and the other rascals will 
escape and the government will find small 
dhance of getting back any of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of which it has been 
robbed. 

They want no congressional investigation. 
They would have paid Edmunds’s bill twen- 
ty times over rather than have it. But un- 
less indications are valueless, this decision 
of the comptroller is bound to lead to the 
investigation which they dread, 


THE SOLDIERS ABUSE CUBANS. 


Three Ugly Cases Are Said To Have 
Occurred in Havana. 

Havana, January 30.—There were three 
cases last week of the abuse of citizens on 
the part of American soldiers. Upon two 
occasions sol€iers took eatables from street 
venders, refused to pay for them and struck 
the vendors and citizens who took their 
part. 

Upon one occasion two drunken soldiers 
upon penetrating into private houses, in- 
sulte? the women of the household, and 
orly desisted upon the approach of a pa- 
trol. 

The focal comment upon these incidents 
is severe. 


Money for Santiago. 

Santiago de Cuba, January 30.—Governor 
General Brooke has cabled the customs au- 
thorities to pay over $60,000 for the city of 
Santiago, and for each of the other princi-

HAVE $3,000,000 

Porter Has Been Empowered Te Pay Off 
Gomez's Army. 

IT MAY NOT BE ACCEPTED 


Old Warrior Is Hurt Over What He 
Oalls American Neglect. 


HE WILL NOT DISBAND HIS ARMY 


President of the Bank of Spain Will 
Have To Testify or Go to Jail 
Probably Today. 


Havana, January 30.—President McKinley 
is understood to have empowered Robert 
P. Porter to arrange for the disbursement 
of $3,000,000 among the Cuban soldiers. Mr. 
Porter will probably go with Senor Gon- 
gales de Quesada to Remedios to meet 
General Maximo Gomez to persuade the 
Cuban commander in chief to disband his 
forces and to lend his influence to the Uni- 
ted States military administration. 

Mr. Porter and Senor Quesada are confer- 
ring tonight with the governor general. 

Dr. Castillo, who returned from Remedios 
today, after a two days’ visit with Gen- 
eral Gomez, says the latter is much hurt 
by what he regards as American neglect 
of his authority and is determined not to 
advise his soldiers to go home penniless. 

Gomez purposes coming into the neighbor- 
hood soon and will review the Cuban troops 
at Marianoa, though the date has not yet 


been - fixed. 

There is some doubt whether he and the 
other military chiefs will accept the $3,000,- 
000 no matter what other favérable condi- 
tions may be offered. Mr. Porter, who, it is 
understood, will act as the personal repre- 
sentative of President ‘McKinley in the ne- 
gotiations has been directed to learn the 
best terms that can be made and is em- 
powered to propose what it is hoped will be 


agreeable terms. 

Senor Galbis, president of the Banco Es-

The Constitution’s Course. 
From The Minneapolis Journal. 

The Journal has expressed the expectation 
that when the press of the south had a 
chance to speak on the propositions before 
congress to pension the ex-confederate go}- 
diers and to admit them to the national sol- 
diers’ homes, it would repudiate both these 
propositions and furnish evidence that there 
Was no genera] disposition on the part of 
the south, no authorized movement, to take 
undue advantage of the president’s gener- 
ous and, we believe, sincere words of good 
will and fraternity toward the people of 
the south, and his tribute of respect to the 
confederate dead. We are not disappointed. 
The Atlanta Constitution, probably ‘the 
ablest, most influentia] and the most thor- 
oughly representative of southern newspa- 
Pers, in discussing this question, takes the 
attitude we had hoped for and expected. 

The Constitution etrikes close to what, in 
our view, is the only basig of reunion in 
heart and sentiment, and that is the basis 
of mutual respect. We cannot expect the 
south to lay aside its animosities toward 
the north upon any other condition than 
that of respect on the part of the north for 
the courageous though mistaken south. We 
do not have to approve the views, the prin- 
ciples or the actions of the south, but we 
may concede its sincerity and its courage 
in support of its own convictions. We 
shall certainly exepet the same in return 
from the south, and only upon that common 
gtound can’ we hope to come together to 
bury our differences in the Past and to unite 
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exercise permanent sovereignty in the 


Philippines, 

Mr. Teller inquired if there was anything 
in the resolutions to greyent the govern- 
ment from exercising at least temporary 
sovereignty in the islands, with the inten- 
tion subsequently of allowing them self- 
government. He believed that, of course, 
it would be necessary for the United States 
to exercise eome sort of control over the 
islands, at least for a time. 

Mr. Teller then offered an amendment to 
the resolutions covering his point and Mr. 
Bacon accepted it. 

Resuming, Mr. Carter said that senators 
were belittling the dignity and destroying 
the confidence reposed in this country by 
foreign nations by endeavoring to mort- 
gage the future policy of the government 
and voting a lack of confidence in the na- 
tion by even attempting to adopt such reso- 
lutions as were pending. He declared that 
the passage of such acts was a declaration 
that the people bad no confidence in those 
who are to be in a position to make a dis- 
position of the islands in accordance with 
the terms of the treaty. 

“The adoption of these resolutions,” he 
declared, ‘‘would be a pledge to those who 
are defying the authority of the United 
States government in the Philippine islands. 
As a nation, we cannot afford to have it 
understood that the United States army 
was expelled from those islands. Some of 
the Philippine insurrection seems to have 
been imported by the way of the Hong- 
Kong-Philippine junta into this country. 

Ready for War to the End. 

“I would not vote for such a petty, tri- 
fling promise, even if it were to take the 
entire army of the United States to show 
the aggregation of Malays, Mohammedans 
and Filipinos who doubt our authority that 
we would not budge wne inch.” 

Mr. Carter thought this country needed 
a change in its foreign pd@licy and thought 
our trade would not amount to much abroad 
until it is once thoroughly understood that 
an American citizen would be protected in 
all his rights in any part of the world. He 
thought it a shame on the United States 
government that many of its citizens, seek- 
ing protection, passed by the Américan con- 
sulates and entered those of Great Britain 


or France, 

Replying to a question by Mr. Mason, Mr. 
Carter said that the power of the: United 
States was the only authority today recog- 
nized in the Philippines. 

“Being the only responsible government 
there,’’ sad he, “‘the safety of every citizen 
on those islands, be he German, English or 
what not, rests upon us. We cannot say 
with propriety to the rebel forces on those 
islands: 

“We will give you everything we have 
fought for if you will only permit us tv 
ratify the treaty of peace with Spain.’ 

‘We will inquire, when this treaty shall 
have been ratified, who on those islands is 
in rebellion against our government. If 
they do not recognize the rights and au- 
thority we shall exercise there we will whip 
them to death. The soldiers of the United 
States will not withdraw from those is- 
lands until a proper and stable govern- 
ment shall have been established there.”’ 

The senate then, at 2 o'clock, on motion 
ef Mr. Davis, went into executive session. 


At 5:40 p. m, the senate adjourned. 


ARMY BILL IS HALF FINISHED. 


Final Vote on the Measure Will Be 
Taken This Afternoon. 

Washington, Jantiary 30.—The house put 
in a hard day’s work on the army bill today 
and tonight when it adjourned thirteen of 
the twenty pages had been completed. The 
committee amendments giving the presi- 
dent discretionary power to Yedute the 
size of the infantry companies and cavairy 
troops to sixty men each were -wdopted, 
and also a series of amendments to reduce 
the officers of the staff 331. 

A substitute wag adopted for the seation 
providing for promotions which was Ce- 
signed to. equalize promotions. A fight was 
made to reduce the age limit for officers 
to be appointed to the various etaff depart- 
ments from fifty to thirty, but it failed. 
An amendment was, however, adopted to 
require a mental and moral as well as a 
physical examination for such appointees.

BUTLER BEFORE THE SENATE. 


GENERAL DESCRIBES CONDITION 
IN CUBA. 


He Declares the Islanders Should Be 
Treated Liberally by the Ameri- 
can Officers. 


Washington, January 3.—General M. C. 
Butler wag given a hearing by the senate 
committee on military affairs today in re- 
gard to affairs in Havana, where he has 
been recently stationed as one of the evacu- 
tion commission. He gavé a detatied ac- 
count of the recent clashes in that cit? be- 
tween the Spanish soldiers and the Cttbans. 
He expressed the opinion that General 
Brooke’s order forbidding participation in 
the evacuation ceremonies by the Cubans 
was a necessary precaution, and that if it 
had not been issued there would have been 
trouble. 

The Spanish residents were exceedingly 
nervous. At the same time he thought the 
Cubans should be treated liberally and al- 
lowed to participate to a considerable extent 
in the conduct of pwhlic affairs. He believ- 
ed that the Cuban soldiers could be utilized, 
and that if there were an organized force 
of such soldiers under American command, 
they could be utilized in maintaining order 
even among the Cubans. He dwelt at some 
length xpon the excessive tates imposed 
under the old system. As an illustration, he 
mentioned that an importer of 100 hear of 
cattle from Mexico had had to pay an aver- 
age of $27 per head on them in the way of 
taxes and duties. 

General Butler expressed the opinion that 
ir time the Cuban people would be capable 
of self-government, but that they should 
be given an opportunity to quiet down and 
get used to a more liberal administration 
than they had ever known. He said, 4n re- 
ply to a question from. Senator Carter, that 
a census of the Cubans would be advisable.

HYRAM DELACY KILLS ARMAN 
RILEY AND COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Qurarrel During a Snow Battle Led 
to the Shooting—DeLacy Also 
Tried To Kill a Negro. ,

Columbus, Ga., January 30.—(Special.)-- 
Details reached Columbus today of a double 
tragedy late Saturday night at Hatche- 
chubbee, Ala. Hyram W. DeLacy killed 
Arman: Riley, tried to kill a negro who 
wanted to interfere, attempted to kill C. E. 
Ingram, who had saved the negro, and 
then, deprived of his weapon—a double- 
barreled shotgun—went home, secured an- 
other gun and blew his own brains out. 

DeLacy was a white man about thirty- 
five years of age. He was uninarried. He 
was in the habit of drinking occasionally, 
and his reputation was not the best. 

Riley, the man _ killed, kept store at 
Hatchechubbee. His family is among the 
best known in that section of Alabama. He 
bore the reputation of being a quiet, peace- 
able man. Riley was about thirty years old, 
and was unmarried. He once Hved in Mus- 
cogee county. He has a brother, a store- 
keeper at Huntsboro, Ala. ) 

The snow of Friday night was responsi- 
ble for the tragedy. Saturday there was a 
snowball battle at Hatchechubbee, in which 
(DeLacy and Riley participated. The battle 
caused hard feeling in some way. DeLacy 
and Riley got into an argument over isomeé 
trivial feature of the matter. DeLacy said 
Riley must retract certain remarks that he 
had made. Riley declined to do so. DeLacy 
went off, muttering threats. It is thought 
that he was drinking at the time. 

About 11 o’clock DeLacy re-entered the 
store, armed with a shotgun. This he de- 
liberately, and without warning, discharged 
at Riley, who was killed instantly, his head 


| being horribly mangled. A negro present 


made a move to save Riley, and DeLacy, 
enraged; tried to kill him. He was pre- 
vented by C. E. Ingram, an artesian well 
man, who seized his gun. Ingram was in 
turn attacked, but not injured. DeLacy 
then left the store. Going to his home, he 
got a pistol and shot himself, dying at 
Riley was buried at Hurtsboro, and 
DeLacy, at Hatchechubbee. 

VERDICT IN THE BRIDGES CASE. 
Guilty, but Jury Recommends That 

Punishment Be That of Misdemeanor. 

Rome, Ga., January 30.—(Special.)—The 
jury in the case of W. M. Bridges reached 
a verdict at 3:30 o’clock this afternoon. 
They found him guilty with a recommen- 
dation that he be punished for a misde- 
meanor. Major Fouche, one of the counsel 
of the defense, served notice that he would 
jask for a stay of judgment, and Judge 
Henry will hear it in the morning at 8:30 
o'clock. 

This is the third trial and the second con- 
viction of Bridges. He was found guilty 
once before and sentenced to five years in 
the penitentiary. None of the jury were 
for acquittal, but hung from Saturday 


night until today on the form of the ver- 
dict.

UNIVERSITY COMES 


BACK AT MERCER 


What P. H. Doyal, Whe Represented the 
Athens College, Has to Say 


CONCERNING THE AMENDMENT 


Barring Professionals from Future Or- 
atorical Contests. 


SAYS MERCER SHOULD NOT BE SURPRISED 


As Its College Paper and That of the 
University Have Been Discussing 
Question for Some Time. 


Athens, Ga., January 30.—(Specia!.)--The 
students of the University of Georgia are 
not satisfied to let a recent statement ema- 
nating from Mercer University go unan- 
swered. Mr. P. H. ‘Doyal, who represented 
the *university at a recent meeting of the 


State Oratorical Association, was seen and 
had the following to say: 

“The students of the University of Geor- 
gia have noticed the statement of Mr. W. F. 
George, of Mercer University, in Thurs- 
May’s issue of The Constitution, and we are 
ready to meet Mercer on her own field. Our 
position is against professionalism in the 
state Oratorical Association. Mercer may 
strive to sidetrack the issue, but the contra- 
versy arose from that point alone. The 
University of Georgia helped draft the con- 
stitution of the State Oratorical Associa- 
tion as originally adopted. That constitu- 
tion declared the law class at the universi- 
ty from taking any part whatever in the 
contests of the association. Our college 
voted in the affirmative on this proposition, 
although it cut out numbers of her very 
best speakers each year. 

“When the University of Georgia intro- 
duced a constitutional amendment at the 
last annual convention, which would debar 
professionals from the  contesfs. Mer- 
cer offered, as a compromise, to strike 
out the clause debarring our law class. The 
reply of the University of Georgia’s rep- 
resentative wes, ‘If you think that we will 
compromise our fight on professionalism by 
increasing the evil, you have greatly mis- 
taken our purpose. It is this fight against 
professionalism that seems to ‘‘surprise’”’ 
the student body of Mercer.’ 

“Why should Mercer be so surprised? 
The college papers gf both Mercer and the 
university have een filled with it for 
several months past. The c ersy has 
reached the northern or#torical leagues, 
and has brought wh. ment from some 
of their most prominent members. 
honorary president of the Georgia associa- 
tion, Hon. John Temple Graves, stated in 
a letter written to Mr. F, S. Palmer, pres- 
ident of the association, that he had been 
watching this controversy with much inter- 
est and that while he desired to remain 
neutral in regard to any differences aris- 
ing between the various colleges, he had 
investigated the matter and found that the 
regulations governing the contests of the 
large leagues of the north restricted pro- 
fessionalism in oratory by the saline prin- 
ciples governing professionalism in athlet- 
ics. That a man who had appeared ina pro- 
fessional capacity before adult men, speak- 
ing for compensation, could not enter the 
contest between the various colleges com- 
prising the league. 

“Regardless of the sneers of Mercer’s au- 
gust body, as the representative of the 
University of Georgia at the two meetings 
referred to, I am proud of having intro- 
duced this ‘croaking cry’ into the conven- 
tion of Georgia’s Oratorical Association. 
I am prouder to know that at least three of 
the most prominent colleges in the asso- 
ciation found ‘hideous excuses’ to give their 
support and establish it as a regulation of 
our state association. Why should the stu- 
dents of Mercer ‘proudly’ condemn’ this ac- 
tion of the Oratorical Society? ‘They see 
that they have lost their game, that the 
oratorical leagues all] over the country 
condemn their practice, and now they set up 
the cry that this puny act was dashed 
through the association in a precipitate and 
freeze-out way.’’ 

“Their grounds for complaint are, first, 
that they were ignorant of the fact that a 
meeting of the association had been calljed 
for January 23, 1899,; second, that the 
‘Tech’ was reinstated as a representative 
college of the association; third, that article 
17 of the constitution provides that the 
constitution can only be amended at an 
annual convention. In the first place, if 
Mercer was ignorant of this meeting, who 
is to blame? Mr, F. 8. Palmer, president 
of the association, instructed Mr. H. R. 
Adair, secretary of the association, to noti- 
fy the different colleges that such a meet- 
ing was to be held. Mr. Adair wrote to 
Mr. W. M. Smith, the representative of 
Dahlonega in the last contest, and through 
this notification Dahlonega appeared at the 
meeting. Mr. Adair also wrote to Mr. A. 
J. Moncrief, Mercer’s representative in the 
last contest, and ‘Mercer claims that she 
was ignorant of the meeting being called. 
True, Mr. Moncrief is no longer a student 
of Mercer, but.is pastor of Fort Valley Bap- 
tist church, Neithér was he a student of 
Mercer on October 29th, when the annual 
contest was held, but he appeared as Mer- 
cer’s representative then and was elected 
treasurer of the association. It seems that 
Mr. George has succeeded to this position, 
according to his statement, but the associa- 
tion has never been notified of Mr. Mon- 
crief's resignation nor Of Mr. George's 
election. Was it not Mr. Moncrief’s duty 
to have forwarded Mr. Adair’s letter to Mr. 
George? 

“In the second place, the reinstatement 
of the ‘Tech’ was not only the duty of the 
asSociation, but the only thing that could be 
done. It was dropped for non-payment of 
dues alone. She had a good reason for get- 
ting behind. Her chosen representative 
went to a northern college and failed to ap- 
pear and pay her dues. When they came 
forward with their dues, they had a right 
to reinstatement. If the ‘Tech’ had yoted 
according to Mercer’s way of thinking noth- 
ing would ever have been heard of this 
complaint, but great praige would have 
been bestowed upon her by Mercer. 

“In the third place, the amendment was 
under consideration at the annual conven- 
tion held in Atlanta October 29, 1898. I in- 
troduced it then. It was voted on, but not 
voted down, as Mr. George says. The vote 
was one in favor and one against, only 
Mercer and the university voting. The 
other colleges didn’t vote because their rep- 
resentatives didn’t know the sentiments of 
the students of those colleges. The amend- 
ment was laid on the table with the dis. 
tinct understanding that it was to be given 
a final vote at a future meeting to be called 
as soon as practicabje, and it was at this 
called meeting that the final vote was taken 
and the amendment passed. If Mercer con- 
sidered the amendment yoted down, why 
did Mr. Straton come to me in the Kimball 
house on the following morning and ask 
me to withdraw it? Why did President p, 
D. Pollock write to Professor Stewart, of 
Dahlonega, requesting him to stand py 
Mercer in the fight against a rule that 
"would debar Mercer’s best speakers? Why 
did certain students of Mercer write fiat- 
tering letters to Mr. Palmer, of Emory, 
bearing on the question under considera- 
tion? Why has Mercer’s college magazine 
been filled with strong invectives against

BUT CARNIVAL MEN D@ NOT FAVOR IT 


It Is an Off Year and the Agricultural 
Society Can Hold Fair at Any 
Place It Desires—Buildings 
at Macon Badly Out 
of Repair.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., January 30.—(Special.)—It seem 
that the people of Macon have given up the 
idea of holding the state fair here this fall. 
At a meeting of the carnival association a 
few days ago, when the matter was brought 
up, the members present took no action, 
and decided to let the matter stand as it 
was. 

When the question was first sprung it 
was thought that Macon would make a fight 
against Atlanta for the fair, but the peo- 
ple here do not seem to be very much in 
favor of the movement. It was thought at 
one time that the State Agricultural So- 
ciety had a contract with the city to hold 
the fair here this year, bu since that time 
it has been found that this is an off year, 
and that the society can hold the fair at 
any place it wishes. 

The merchants here have lost money by 
the fairs, and are of the opinion that a 
carnival will pay better, and all of them 
are now working to that end. It is true 
that Macon has the grounds for the fair, 
and it is not denied that they are the best 
in the south for such a purpose, but the 
buildings are out of repair, and it would 
take a large sum of money to get them in 
shape if the fair was held here. 

The carnival association does not seem 
to be in favor of having the fair in con- 
nection with the carnival. This fact was 
shown by the action of the members at the 
last meeting, and it now seems that Atlanta 


can have the fair if she wants it. 

The committee.which was appointed by 
the chamber of commerce to look into the 
matter has not yet held a meeting, and it is 
thought that they ‘have given up thé idea, 
and that they will ‘tid@ke such a report at 
the meeting of the board’of trade, which is 
to be held next Tuesday. 

To Be Mustered Out. 

The Third North Carolina regiment will 
commence to be mustered out of the service 
Wednesday. The books are all in shape, 
the muster rolls have been made out, and 
the regiment is only being held until the 
mustering officer can get the guns packed 
away. 

The feelings of the men of this regiment 
toward the city are very bitter. They claim 
4hat the people and the newspapers have 
treated them unjustly, and say that they 
will walk to Atlanta to take a train before 
they come into the city. 

It is rumored that the colonel has given 
out a statement to that effect, and says he 
will endeavor to persuade his men to do the 
same thing. The colonel says that the peo- 
ple of Macon are only after the men’s 
money, and that. he intends to keep them 
out of the city if possible. 

No trains will be at the camps, however, 
and if the men wish to get home it will 
be necessary for them to come into the 
city to take the trains. A committee from 
the chamber of commerce has arranged 
matters with the passenger agents of both 
the Central and Southern roads, and they 
have agreed to have all the trains leave 
from their regular stations, 

The Central men are claiming that the 
Southern, on learning the intentions of the 
soldiers in not coming into the city, has 
arranged to place trains at Holton, about 
three miles from the camp, and march the 
men to them, They say that this will be 9 
violation of the agreement, and in case 


at the camp, and will not allow the South- 
ern to use its tracks. 

The Carolina’ regiment will be mustered 
out two companies at the time, and an in- 
terval of two days Will be allowed to elanse 
between the time of muster out. It does 
seem that the newspapers and the people 
have been a little hard on the men of this 
regiment, but it is a fact that it was the 
Sixth Virginia that caused all of the trouble 
that has arisen since the soldiers came 
here. 

If the sayings of the men are true, very 
few of them will be seen in the city after 
they are mustered out, and in that event 
the merchants who have been counting on 
a large trade wil! be disappointed. 

The Second Ohio. 

The date set for the mustering out of the 
Second Ohio has been changed from Feb- 
ruary 6th to February llth. This was done 
on account of several of the, companies nof 
being ready with their books. 

The city is filling up with passenger 
agents who are endeavoring fo get the 
travel of the Second Ohio. A number of 
them went out to the camps this morning 
and talked to the men. The soldiers say 
that they are getting to be a nuisance, and 
the colonel is thinking seriously of issuing 
an order preventing them from coming into 
the camp. 

The fight which will ensue on the Tith will 
be very interesting. The rates offered the 
men are exactly thesame. Both roacs have 
almost the same connections, and it will 
only be a question of which of the passen- 
ger agents can outtalk the others, Ticket 
offices will be established at the camps, 
so as to be able to accommodate the men, 
but it is said that the Ohio boys will leave 
when they get ready, and will pay no at- 
tention to the inducements offered by the 
railroads. They can get the cheap rates 
anyway, and the men have begun to like 
the city so well that there are a namber of 
them who will remain over for several

the woodwork was finished it would 
be in condition to make the trip. 

It is expected that the boat will be 
brought to Macon within the next ten days. 
It will take up its regular run to the coast, 
which will mean a reduction in freight 
rates. Since the boat has been out of ser- 
vice the freight rates have taken a consid- 
erable rise, and it is very probable that 
they will be lowered as soon as tue boat 
takes up its run.

ADVOCATES HOME CONSUMPTION 


Sugar Question Is Discussed at Length 
in Prussian Diet. 

Berlin, January 30.—During the discus- 
Sion of the sugar question in the lower 
house of the Prussian diet today Baron 
Effra, referring to the opinion of the sec- 
retary of the imperial treasury, Baron Von 
Thielmann, that there is no- danger to 
the German sugar industry from America 
in the near future, said the manufacturers 
of Saxony took a quite different view from 
those who pooh-poohed the danger and 
underrated the colossal financial resources 
and enterprise of “the American Sugar 
Trust,” which, in California particularly, 
was making great headway in sugar pro- 
duction. 

The only thing to help German manu- 
facturers, in the opinion of the speaker, 
was to lighten the excise duty on sugar 
and thus promote home consumption, 

Baron Von Hammerstein-Loxler, the 
minister of agriculture, in reply, said he 
fully agreed with the statement that the 
most serious danger existed from America. 
Moreover, he remarked, the export of sugar 
from Cuba would greatly increase during 
the next few years, now that energetic and 
intelligent American capitalists had taken 
the matter in hand. The danger arising 
from the production of beet sugar in Amer- 
ica, he further said, was continually in- 
creasing, and it was true that the export 
of German sugar to America was 2,400,000 
doppel centner (double hhundredweight) be- 
low the exports of Great Britain. Never- 
theless, it constituted a considerable pro- 
portion of the production, and the only 
remedy was an increase of the home con- 
sumption. It had already been found that 
the use of sugar in the army increased the 
marching capabilities of the soldiers. It 
was also excellent in fattening pigs.

HE SIGKENED AND HE KNEW HE WOULD BIE 


Made Known His Secret to a Friend 
Who Was Unable To Locate Gold. 
Parson Hooten’s Discovery. 


Fairburn, Ga., January 30.—(Special.)— 
Some excitement has been caused here re- 
cently on account of the supposed discov- 
ery of a large amount of gold coin that 
had been buried for half a century. About 
fifty years ago, when the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad was being byllt through this 
section, .it is related that a bridge builder 
employed by the railroad company, having 
a quantity of gold and fearing that he 
would be robbed if he kept the money 
about the camp or on his person, went out 
into the woods near this place and buried 
his treasure in the earth, intending at 
some time to return and get it. But he 
never lived to return. Going on to Texas 
after he had finished his duties with the 
railroad, he was stricken with fever and 
died.

Long and patiently the good old depot 
agent searched for the hidden treasure, 
and it is said that he spent 4 large amount 
of money having the woods searched for it, 
but his efforts were futile. The old man 
diéd after awhile, and he sleeps peacefully 
here in the town cemetery, but he went down 
to his grave firmly believing that at some 
time some one more fortunate than he 
would find the buried treasure. 

It happened that the railroad company 
came into possession of a*)jarge tract of 
land surrounding the then young town of 
Fairburn, and this large body of many 
hundreds of acres of virgin forest lay here 
almost unmolested, until recently.

CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES ADOPTS 
DISCUSSED MEASURE. 


‘Trial Revisions Will Now Be Brought 


Before the United Sections of 
the Court. 


-~. 


Paris, January 20.—The chamber of depu- 
ties today, by a vote’ of 346 to 189, adopted 
the government's proposal to submit to the 
committee entrusted with such matters the 
bill providing that cases of trial revision 
shall be brought before the united sections 
of the court of cassation. The minister of 
justice, M. LeBret, Introduced the bill and 
asked that it be sent to the committee. It 
was read amid profound silence. 

The preamble of the measure declaring 
that the bill was ‘one of necessity for peace ' 
and to restore calm.in the country was 
greeted with applause from the center and 
murmurs from the extreme left. 

M. Georges Berry, conservative, repre- 
senting the first division of the Seine, said 
the chamber was not aware why the gov- 
ernment introduced the bill, and asked for 
official publication of the evidence in the 
case of M. Bard, who reported on the 
Dreyfus case to the court of cassation. 
(Cheers.) 
The premier, M. ‘Dupuy, said he did not 
wish the chamber to vote in the dark. He 
was desirous that full light be thrown 
on the subject, and therefore the govern- 
ment would submit to the comnmittee the 
complete documents in the case. (Cheers.) 
The committee met after the chamber had 
adjourned, and M. Mazeau’s report was 
communicated to it. 

MIM. Poincaire and Bourgeois are organ- 
izing the- opposition to the government's 
bill, It appears that MM. Loew and Bard 
and Manau refused to appears before M. 
Mazeau’s committee; and they will proba- 
bly be summoned before the committee of 
‘the chamber. If asked to justify their con- 
duct, they may be compelled tu produce the 
secret evidence they received. In that event 
the whole truth will come out in the 
chamber of deputies. 

Major Count Esterhazy has again been be- 
fore the criminal section of the court of 
Cassation, but it is understood that he re- 
fuses to give any further testimony to the 
section, and insists upon being heard by the 
entire court. 


BALFOUR’S ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


First Lord of the Treasury Has Kind 
Words for Americans. 


London, January 30.—Rt. Hon. Arthur 
James Balfour, first lord of the treasury, 
and leader of the ministerialists in the 
house of commons, delivered his annual ad- 
dress this evening to his constituents at 
Manchester. After speaking of the “‘intrin- 
sic diMeulty which continental nations find 
in understanding Great Britain’s aims,” he 
continued as follows: ' 

‘But there is gurely one great country 
which by community of languuge, religivns, 
biood, origin and even institutions, is weil 
fitted to understand us and uw country 
which we should be well fitted to under- 
stand. Need I saw tnat the country to 
which I refer is the United States’ pbome 
foreign critics, cynical by profession and 
training, hold the. view that the friendship 
now thappily subsisting between the Eng- 
lish speaking people on both sides of tne 
Atiantic is but the growth of the moment 
and depends upon a transitory community 
of interests. ‘hey affect to believe that 
when this disappears friendship will also 
disappear. They noid tnat if British trade 
shoulda feel injured by some inconvenient 
tariff, immediately the sentiments so gen- 
erally felt at this moment in Great Britain 
toward America would vanish like the 
leaves in autumn. ii 

‘according to my observations,’’ said Mr. 
Balfour. ‘‘the world of cynics is always 
wrong. I Lelieve the cynics wrong in this 
ease. If our good relations really depend- 
ed upon these fortuitous circumstances, 
while the latter migtht be the foundation of 
an alliance, they could not be the founda- 
tion of what is infinitely more important— 
of that species of friendship which, in sea- 
son and out of season, through good report 
or ill, is not to be shaken by mere personal 
circumstances. 

“And if I am right, and that common 
sympathy be implanted deep in the breasts 
of these two great nations, there cannot be 
a greater guarantee for future peace, free- 
dom, prngree and civilization, not only of 
this or that country or community alone, 
but of the whole human race.”” __ 


SUCCESSOR TO CHINESE THRONE. 


Dowager Empress Holds a Meeting of 
Her Relatives To Make Selection. 

Peking, January 30.—The Ohinese . here 
Bay the dowager empress has decided upon 
a policy regarding the successor to the 
throne. It is detailed that at a meeting 
of her relatives recently held she selected 
the successor of the present emperor, but 
the identity of the person so selected is 
not divulged. All reports, however, agree 
that a ohange at the palace is impending. 

The emperor is still strictly guarded in 
the southwest corner of the island palace. 
The draw bridge connecting the island with 
the shore is drawn up at night, and every 
morning the ice around the island is broken 
in order to prevent unauthorized persons 
from approaching it. 

It is asserted that the dowager empress

Rev. George W. Moore Shows That the 
Negro Has Entered Upon All 
Walks of Life. 


New Yor®, “January W.—The fiela secre- 
tary in the South American Missionary 
Association, Rev. George W. Moore, of 
Nashville, has made a protracted and de- 
tailed investigation concerning the negro 
in professional life... He reports that in 
1895-96 there were 1,319 students in profes- 
sional courses in colored schools, and of 
these 126 were women. 

There were 703 students and. seventy-six 
graduates of theology, 124 students and 
twenty-four graduates in law, 286 students 
and thirty graduates in medicine, and six 
graduates in pharmacy, and 126 atudents 
and forty graduates in nurse training. There 
were twenty-five schools in theology, five 
schools of law and six schools wf medi- 
cine. In addition to these schoola, which 
have been established for the negro in 
professional jife, the doors of the leading 
colleges and universities of the north, eaat 
and west are open to them. 

Since 1895 there have been 196 graduates 
who received diplomas from reputable med- 
ical .colleges, making a total of SUo. This 
list does not include the large number of 
negro men who have graduated from 
northern institutions. There are twelve 
schools for training colored women as nurs- 
es; 200 nurses have been trained and are 
in training. Provident hospital of Chicago 
is the pioneer school in this work. The 
Freedmen’s hospital of Washington, D. C., 
is the Jargest hospital in the country open 
to colored people. The medical depart- 
ment of Howard University is located at 
this hospital. It has graduated 253 eclored 
doctors. There are thirty colored practic- 
ing physicians in the District of Columbia. 
Meharry college, of Nashville, Tenn., has 
graduated 340 men in medicine, thirty-five 
in dentistry and forty-three in phurmacy. 
The enrollment for the present is 161 in the 
department of medicine, twenty-one in den- 
tistry and fifteen in pharmacy, Shaw 
University, at Raleigh, N. C., also has a 
well-equipped medical school. able corps 
of colored physicians are associated with 
white physicians as professors in five of 
the six medica] colleges established in the 
south for colored men. 

There are colored medical associations in 
several southern states; there is also a 
national association of colored physicians, 
and there are a number of colored physi- 
cians and surgeons in the United States 


University is the largest and best school 
in the south open to colored men. ! 

Quite a number of colored men nave grad- 
uated from the law schools ‘of Yale, Har- 
vard, Boston University and the University 
of ‘Michigaa. 

Colored lawyers practice in many north- 
ern, eastern and western states, and in 
the leading cities of the south.- » 

There are about 400 colored lawyers in 
this country. They practice jin all the 
courts. About 1,000 seminary trained men 
and 2,000 more classed as educated, are in 
the ministry. 

The majority of Congregational, Episco- 
pal and Presbyterian ministers are edu- 
cated men, but they form only a small wing 
of the army of colored ministers. There 
are many intelligent Methodist and Bap- 
tist colored. ministers. The bishops of the 
African Methodist Episcopal, the African 
Methodist Episcopal Zion and the colored 
Methodist Episcopal churches, tvgether 
with their ministers, exercise a wide infiu- 
ence in their churches. Bishop B. W. Ar- 
nett, of the African Methodist Kpiscopal 
church, and ‘Bishop Alexander Walters, 
of the African ‘Methodist Episconal Zion 
church are members of the board of trus- 
tees of the United Society of Christian En- 
deavor. 

The Methodist Episcopal church has no 
colored bishops. J. W. E. Bowen, D. D., 
is the most representative minister of that 
church. He is a professor in Gammon 
Theological Seminary in Atlante, and was 
the colored candidate for bishop at the 
last general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church. M. C. Maron, D. D., was 
selected sorresponding secretary of the 
Freedmen’s Aid and Southern Educational 
Society of that church. G. W. Henderson, 
D. IA, a graduate of the Univenity of 
Vermont, and of Yale Divinity svhool, is 
dean of the Straight University Theological 
schoo] at New Orleans. Rev. L. B. Max- 
well, a graduate of Atlanta University and 
Hartford Theological Seminary, is fleid sec- 
retary of the international Sunday school 
work among the colored people of the south, 
and Rev. H. H. Proctor, a graduate of 
Fisk University and Yaye Divinity school, 
ig pastor of the First Congregationa] church 
of Atlanta, Ga. : 

There are representative colored men in 
the Baptist ministry like W. H. Brooks, 
D. D., of Washington, D. C., and Rev. J. 
“Mi. Waldron, of Jacksonville, Fila.; F. D. 
Grimke, D, D., of Washington, D. C., is the 
leading Presbyterian minister. 

Howard University has graduated 162 in 
theology. Talladega, Straight, Tugaloo 
and Fisk universities have sent forth many 
men ‘in the ministry. Wilberforce, Biddle, 
Lincoln and Richrthond Bible schools have 
also trained many men for the ministry.

| SPAIN EXCITED OVER PORK, 


Spanish More Interested in Their 
Stomachs Than in Their Colonies. 
Madrid Correspondence of St. Louis Globe-

It is difficult for any foreigner who lives 
among the to understand how 
they have come by their reputation for 
gravity and seriousness. Throughout the 
recent disastrous war the people here have 
manifested the most amazing indifference 
to the misfortunes of thelr country, have 
declined to permit the interruption of any 
of their amusements or, sports and have 
displayed a frivolity beyond all conception. 
From what I hear, it has been the same in 
most of the provincial towns and cities of 
the peninsula, ae 

Within the last few: weeks a treaty has 
been imposed upon Spain by her victorious 
foe which marks ‘her.cclipse as a colonia] 
power and the unhappy kingdom is men- 
aced by bankruptcy, ministerial crisis and 
civil wart, Yet in gpite of all these sub- 
jects of patriotic concern, public opinion 
has been monopolized by a question of pork, 
Which has been productive of a condition 
of popular excitement which not even the 
news of the defeats of Manila and Santiago 
had been. able to arouse, If there is one 
especies of meat which the Spaniards prefer 
to every other it is pork, and there is 
probably no people in HBurope that con- 
sumes such an enormous quantity of hog 
meat in the shape of ham, pig’s liver, black 
pudding and particularly sausage. 

About foir weeks: ago a quarrel took 
place between the sausage makers and the 
pig dealers, in consequence of Which the 
latter declined to furnish any hogs to the 
Madrid market, and the lament of the ex- 
piring porker was no longer heard in the 
metropolis slaughter yards. A dearth of 
pork, pig’s liver and sausage ensued, which 
brought dismay into the !momes of both rich 
and poor and created the mast intense _pop- 
ular excitement. The .newspapers have 
been devoting far more space to the pork 
and sausage famine than to the Carlist 
conspiracy or to the Paris treaty, and the 
most extraordinary and extravagant stories 
have been in circulation, according to one 
of which the famine was due to the artifices 
of a philanthropic society organized for 
the purpose of regenerating the hog and 
for preserving him for the knife in order 
to become a useful member of each domes- 
tic establishment. Finally popular exas- 
peration became so intense that influential 
deputations waited upon the premier, the 
ministers, the civil governor and the al- 
calde, or mayor, invoking and demanding 
their intervention to bring about the ter- 
mination of the pork famine. Tihe mayor, 
indeed, has received numerous letters from 
indignant persons actually threatening him 
with death if he continued to show more 
concern for the life of the pig than for the 
welfare of his fellow citizens. 

‘These menaces, ridiculous though they 
may appear, alarmed not.only himself, but 
also the government, which perceived there- 
in the imminent danger of popular dis- 
turbances and of pork riots that might ulti- 
mately result in the overthrow of the 
throne. So the minister of the interior 
and the alcalde and a number of high and 
military dignitaries put their shoulders to 
the wheel, and. after no end of negotiation 
and the distribution ef some decorations, 
finally succeeded in reconciling the dealers 
and the sausage manufacturers, 

The pork famine came to an end 6n 
Christmas eve. The advent of Christmas 
day was heralded in a more popular and 
harmonious fashion by the squeak of the dy- 
ing hogs, and the Madrilenes, quite happy 
and contented again, feel that they are 
once more in a position to face with philo- 
pene resignation any further national dis- 
aster.

The body was composed of men more 


or less advanced in life, and ag mig'st have 
been expected, the grim reaper has wrought 
havoc in the lapse of thirty-eight years.

Will you indulge me in 
a few personal reflections? 

First, I was the only secessionist elected 
in all north Alabama west of Calhoun 
ccunty—that was secessionist to the core— 
and north of Tuscaloosa, that was union, 
so called, for the difference was as tweedle- 
dum to tweedle-dee. The convention on the 
first day of its meeting by formal resoletion 
passed unanimously resolved that we would 
resist Abraham Lincoln. We autered as to 
the mode of action, The union mea said: 

Let us call a convention of all the south- 
ern states; demand new and satisfactory 
Guarantees; and in default of securing these 
we. will secede in a body, and in tris way 
possibly avoid war.’’ The other side said: 

No! The constitution is already a suffi- 
cient guarantee if it was regarded.” By 
the action. of separate and individual states 
the union ‘was formed, and as separate and 
individual states, let them now act. A 
common danger from without will most 
certainly secure concert of action in the 
future. 

Second, I am a thoroughly reconstructed 
rebel, so called, being long since convinced 
that it was best for all concerned .hat the 
war terminated as it did. It is true that 
our porthern friends were so unbrotherly 
as to whip us, but being a Christian man, 
I ‘have long since forgiven them, ana re- 
joice today that I have lived to see a 
thoroughly reunited and harmonious coun- 
try, ‘with the grandest prospects im the 
future ever presented to a people, if we 
adhere to the basic principleg on which our 
government rests. 

Third,. Hope the final result will be bene- 
ficial for the negro race. Doubt if it has 
been so with those over whom I formerly 
exercised ownership, The most of them are 
dead, even of those who were much younger 
than myself. Doubt whether they had as 
good grub, clothing, shelter and medical 
attention after emancipation as they were 
furnished while in a state of servitude. 
Good luck and prosperity to the colored 
people. We who know them best, being 
brought up with them, are the best friends 
they have on earth. 

Fourth. If you will pardon the digres- 
sion—and it is not so much of a digression 
either, as I am, in common with the con- 
servative people of fhe south, for the con- 
stitution first, last and all the time—I will 
Say that I am by the Filipinos as a young 
friend of mine was by the Spaniards. His 
Patriotism was aroused as he saw other 
young men.enlisting at the call to arms, 
and imbibing pretty freely besides, he felt 
very valiant and bellicose. Going down to 


the gulf, he took the sober second thought | 


and declined to be mustered in... On return- 


ing, hig.friends asked him if he had been 
| rejected. 


~“"Oh, no,’’ said he, “that is not 
it.

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SOME NEWS ITEMS 


, FROM THE CAPITOL 
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‘The supreme court of the state sat at the 
capitol yesterday morning for the first time 
during the present year. All the members 
of the court were in their seats, although 
it was expected that Justice Cobb, who 
has been ill for several days, would not be 
able to attend. 

‘The court began the reconsideration of 
the case of the city council of Dawson 
against the Dawson waterworks, which 
was set for argument at the first session of 
the court. The attorneys in the case, Colo- 
ne? Dupent Guerry, representing the city 
of Dawson, and Colonel John I. Hail, rep- 
resentative of the Dawson. waterworks, 
were both on hand, and the argument was 
far advanced when the court adjourned at 
1 o’clock in the afternoon for the day. 

The suit of the city of Dawson against the 
Dawson waterworks is one that attracted 
considerable interest throughout the state 
at its last heariftg before the supreme 
court. The argument in the case, i: is be- 
lieved, will ‘be concluded today. 

The supreme court will next take up 
the Stone Mountain circuit. 


Governor Candler received a numbér of 
telegrams from Palmetto, Ga., yeserday 
from prominent citizens of that place in- 
forming him of the incendiary fires which 
in the past week have destroyed nearly half 
the houses in that city. 

The information received by the governor 
has satisfied him that the two fires which 
have destroyed the larger portion of Pal- 
metto have been caused by malicious per- 
Sons, and acting under the advice of the 
attorney general, he has determined to of- 
fer a reward of $300 for the capture of the 
guilty party, and the sum of $100 for all 
others implicated in the crime. 

It is learned at the capitol that the con- 
stantly recurring fires in the town of Pal- 
metto have caused a sensation in that town, 
and from evidence obtained, it is now cer- 
tain that the fires were of incendiary origin. 
No.one, it is learned, has so far been de- 
tected, but it is thought that the large 
reward offered by the state will in a few 
days result in the location of the guilty 
parties. 


The secretary of the state tax commission 
has been busy at the capito] during the last 
few days getting off communications to the 
officials of each state in the union request- 
ing ‘that eleven copies of the tax laws of 
each state be placed at the use of the Geor- 
gia commission at once. 

The task before Secretary Blackburn its 
an arduous one, as three communications 
are necessary to be sent to each state, one 
to the comptroller general, one to the gov- 
ernor and the third to the treasurer of the 
state. A large number of letters have been 
sent off already, and the secretary expects 
to receive replies from many of them by 
thé end of the week. 

While waiting for the tax codes of the 
dffferent states to arrive, it will be peces- 
sary for the secretary to get together all 
the tax laws of Georgia and all legislation 
on the subject since 1890. 

It is the desire of Secretary Blackburn to 
obtain all the information on taxes, particu- 
larly from the state of New York, us that 
etate has recently had unpleasant expe- 
riences with its present tax system, and 
has appointed a tax commission simiiar to 
the one in this state, to review and revise 
the present system. 

The Georgia commission hopes to enter 
in the rlear future in active correspondence 
with the tax commission in New York and 
work together as far as practicad!e.

Arrests in New York Made at Request 
of Arkansans. 

_ New York, January 30.—G. Percival Stew- 

art and D. J. Pierce, managers of the 

American Investors’ Company, with offices 


in this city, were arrested today upon 
bench warrants issued by the United States 
district court for the northern district of 
Arkansas, charging them with using the 
matfis for fraudulent purposes. 

The prisoners were arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Alexander and 
were paroled in custody of their counsel 
until tomorrow. William T. Stewart, Jr., 
another member of the investment com- 
pany, indicted under the same warrant, 
was not found, but counsel for the other 
prisoners promised that ‘he would be pro- 
duced tomorrow.

The alleged scheme of the company was 
to get money for shares in the rent fund 
which were alleged to include a plot of 
ground at Fort Smith.

The American Investors’ Com- 
pany has its main office in Providence, 
R. I., with branches in this city, Boston, 
Philadelphia and. San Francisco.

print: paper and pulp from Canada. 

After a brief and informal discussion, the 
following statement of the views of the 
American Publishers’ Association was 
printed and pre-

Nine Officers and Companies I, K, L 
and M Are Ordered for Embarka- 
tion by February 8th, and 
Will Probably Leave 
February 6th. 


Fort McPherson is to be temporarily 
abandoned by the government as a mili- 
tary garrison. A telegraphic order re- 
ceived last night by Major J. C. Chance, 
commanding officer at the post, instructs 
him to proceed with all officers and com- 
panies of the Fifth infantry now stationed 
at Fort McPherson to Santiago, Cuba, to 
join the regiment at that place. 

The order directs Major Chance to have 
the four companies of the regiment at 
the place of embarkation by February 8th, 
and although Major Chance has given no 
instructions as yet, it is probable that the 
soldiers will leave the post on February 
6th. The point of embarkation is not aé 
yet designated, but it is not unlikely that 
Savannah will be chosen, 

This order takes away from the post Ma- 
jor J. C. Chance, Captain Theodore F. 
Forbes, Captain J. M. P. Partello, Lievten- 
ant Matthias Crowley, Lieutenant William 
F’. Martin, Lieutenant Frederick D. Shaw, 
Lieutenant M. S. Jarvis, Lieutenant Harry 
A. Smith, Lieutenant E. J. Williams, Post 
Sergeant Major Frank R. Reilly and com- 
panies I, K, L and M. 

Lieutenant Crowley is post commiseary, 
quartermaster and adjutant, and it may 
be that he will be left behind for a few 
weeks to put post affairs and property in 
shape to be turned over to the proper offi- 
cer. It is also probable that Post Sergeant 
Major Reilly will remain as an assistant 
to Lieutenant Crowley. 

After the departure of the four com- 
panies of the Fifth infantry Fort McPher- 
son will be entirely deserted by infantry 
soldiers, and Major Blaird D. Taylor, chief 
surgeon of the Fort McPherson general 
hospital, will be in command. Only hos- 
pital corps men, trained nurses and pa- 
tients will be at the post, and it is not 
improbable that the entire reservation will 
be given over to the general hospital. 

The authorities at Washington havé 6ev- 
eral times hinted that it was their desire 
to make Fort McPherson the main hospital 
in this section of the country, and instruc- 
tions were received some time ago to build 
extra wards on the parade ground. This 
has been done and ten buildings, each capa- 
ble of holding forty patients, have been 
erected. 

It is believed that the hospitals at Green- 
ville, Columbus and other neighboring 
places will be abandoned, the patients in 
them being brought to Fort McPherson for 
treatment. 

Under the regulations, all members of 
the four companies who enlisted between 
the dates of April 2ist and October 6th, 
1898, will be given discharges prior to. the 
departure for Cuba, should they desire 
them. This will be done because all men 
who enlisted between the dates given join- 
ed condithionally with the ‘understanding 
that they were to receive. discharges at 
the close of the war. They are néarly all 
anxious to see service in Cuba,. however, 
and it is probable that few of them. will 
ask for discharges. 

During their station at the post the en- 
listed men of the companies now to leave 
have maintafned the reputation for good 
behavior established by the Fifth infantry 
when it was. located at Fort McPherson. 
They have been quiet, orderly and few com- 
plaints thave been made. Almost all the 
cases of disorderly conduct booked in the 
police court against soldiers were against 
enlisted men passing through the city on 


furloughs. 
The officers who will leave within a few 


days have made many friends in Atlanta. 
They are well known here and have been 
frequent visitors to this city.

GARLAND’S BODY REACHES HOME 


Funeral Services in Little Rock Are 
Largely Attended. 


Little Rock, Ark., January 30.—The re- 
mains of the late Hon. Augustus Hill Gar- 


land were laid to rest in Mount Holly ceme- 
tery this afternoon. The ceremonies at- 
tending the funeral and interment were 
imposing and were witnessed by a great 
throng.

To corroborate what Dr. Stirling said 
as to the impression meld abroad regard- 
ing the gaouth, The Constitution has 
received a letter from a gentleman in 
Wisconsin, which reads as follows: 

Editor Constitution—Having been a reader 
of The Constitution for some time (nearly 
@ year ago I subscribed for it), I am be- 
coming quite interested in the south, and 
would like to ask you a few questions re- 
Garding business, etc.: 

1. Are ail branches 
represented?

| Known in the south, taken as a whole, 
‘as they are in the northwest. To make 


it more explicit to our correspondent, 
the malarial area in the state of Georgia 
is less than it ig in the state of Wiscon- 
sin. When our friend hears people talk- 
ing about chills and fever in some river 
valley in the south, he should think of 
the fever and ague which he meets in 
Similar places in the state of Wisconsin. 
The difference between the two states is 
this: that. we of Georgia have permitted 
too much parading of a few sporadic fe- 
ver cases, whereas in Wisconsin they 
have been passed over as matters of no 
moment, so long ag the normal death 
rate was not affected thereby. Even in 
the small malerial belt in Georgia the 
death rate will bear comparison with 
that of any similar area in the gtate of 
Wisconsin. To put this whole question 
in a nutshell, there has been a bugaboo 
kept up, no one knows how, as to the 
existence of fevers in the south. If our 
friend will but look at the map and see 
that the south extends fram Chesapeake 
bay diagonally down to El Paso, Tex., 
he will find that it covers much more 
than 2,000 miles. If, for instance,’ half 
a dozen cases should occur in this vast 
area, what cause would that be for 
alarm? Yet-when these half dozen cases 
do occur, they are heralded forth by the 
press, and people abroad hold up their 
hands and pity the people of “the poor 
south.” In the south, as a whole, there 
are no diseases which do not come to 
every other section of the country. In 
the occasional visitations of yellow fev- 
er in certain restricf@d areas, the death 
rate never exceeds that of the ¢ountry 
around Philadelphia or Boston, or down 
to New Jersey. The fact is that the 
conditions are far more conducive to 
public health in the south, because ‘of 
the absence of the long winter impris- 
onments which visit the north. There is 
not a day in the south when the whole 
house cannot be thrown open to the 
breezes, which is the first requirement 
of sanitation, while in Wisconsin there 
are weeks and months when the house 
is kept as tight as a book, and there is 
no opportunity given for a breath or 
fresh air to strike into the dark corners. 

6. If our correspondent could only vis- 
it our section, there is not a county in 
it which would not furnish him with a 
score of centenarians, whose long lives 
prove the healthful: conditions under 
‘which they have’ lived. It is a daily 
matter for The Constitution to receive 
news of the death of people who have 
passed the century mark, while the pa- 
triarchal age of seventy-five is so com- 
mon that it excites no comment what- 
ever. The man who would be lazy or 
indolent in Atlanta, for instance, would 
be equally as lazy in the city of Milwau- 
kee. There would be no cure for such 
a one. The air is bracing while not 
cold, neither inclining to tropical heat 
nor to frigid intensity. It is that happy 
medium which keeps the blood in good 
circulation and inspires one to activity 
and industry. The average temperature 
of Georgia the year round 4s 76 degrees 
above zero. The lowest temperature dur- 
ing the present year was upon one oc- 
casion 20 degrees above zero. Tbe high- 
est temperature in the month of July, 
taking the city of Atlanta as an exam- 
ple, scarcely ever passes, for one or two 
days, 94, while 85 degrees more nearly 
expresses it during the three hot sum- 
mer months. Added to this there is an 
absence of undue humildity, and there 
also prevail pleasant breezes to do away 
with the intensity of such heat as we 
have. The nights are pleasant and cool, 
generally calling for some cover. 

7. From what has already been stated, 
it may be readily imagined that the 
south, being the garden spot of the 
world, is certainly an idea) region in 
which to make a home. There are 
schools everywhere. There is the op- 
portunity to make a living. There are 
good neighbors, all of the advantages 
of a refined civilization; freedom from 
the rigors of the north, as well as from 
undue heat. Of course as to the ques- 
tion of moving, every man has certain 
matters of business to decide in connec- 
tion therewith, The discovery of a suit-.

The corruption which seeks culmina- 
tion through legislation is never more 
apparent than when it finds itself. in 
the hands of a conference committee. 

To some people it may seem strange 
why legislative bodies fail to carry out 
their business during the timely hours 
of their session, but reserve it until ad- 
journment is almost at hand, and then, 
under the fraudulent setting back of 
time, a rush is made to a committee of 
conference and legislation is enacted 
which would never have seen the light 
of day had the people been given an 
opportunity of passing upon it. 

One of the most notable cases of this 
kind of legislation was “the crime of 
73,” out of which has grown years of 
misery and the destruction of hundreds 
of millions of property value. The story 
of that conference hag recently been re- 
told by Mr. Amos J. Cummings, of New 
York. It is so pithy and to the point 
that it should be cut out, pasted in a 
scrapbook and ever kept in view. 

The statement is as follows: 

One conference committee made itself 
historic. It was the one that settled some 
little differences between the house and 
the senate on a bill “revising and amend- 
ing the laws relative to the mints and as- 
say offices and coinage of the United 
States.”” The conference report was made 
on February 6, 1873. The conferees were 
John Sherman, John Scott and Thomas F. 
Bayard, on the part of the senate, and Sam- 
ue] Hooper, William M. Stoughton and one 
Major McNeele. Both houses agreed to the 
conference report. Two years afterwards 
it leaked out that the bill had demonetized 
Silver. President Grant declared that he 
did not know it when he signed it. Speaker 
Blaine asserted that he did not know it 
when he put his signature to it, and nearly 
all of the members of the house and senate 
who voted on the conference report were 
entirely unaware of it. This is what is 
known as “the crime of 1873.” ‘The crime’’ 
was not the demonetization of silver, but 
the way in which it was done. 

It will thus be seen what the real 
meaning is of “going into conference” 
‘between two legislative houses. It means 
that legislation, which cannot bear the 
light of day nor the criticism of open 
debate, awaits its chance in the dark, 
where, in the hands of a well-chosen 
committee on conference and under the 
pressure of anxiety to get away, legis- 
lators are dragooned into passing into 
law the most vicioug kind of jobbery, 
The crime of #3 should be a lesson to 
the people of the whole country, not 
only because of the evil it has wrought 
by its own operation, but as a warning 
against the method through which it 
was adopted.

An Ancient Grievance. 

When Sir Herbert Murray, the re- 
tiring governor of Newfoundland, left 
that province last week he was treated 
— the utmost contumely by the peo- 
ple, 

This action was but the culmination 
of a story now almost two centuries old, 
in which England and France were the 
principaJls. By the treaty of Utrecht, 
whereby France acknowledged British 
sovereignty in Newfoundland and the 
adjoining coast, and England recognized 
French sovereignty in the small islands 
of ‘Miquelon and St. Pierre, the French 
drove a good bargain by which they se- 
cured the right of exclusive fishery priv- 
ileges upon the shore of Newfoundland 
facing the codfish banks. At the time 
Newfoundland was uninhabited save by 
a few fishermen, who lived in their tents 
during the season and then left again. 
Of late years ‘the French have even ex- 
ceeded their treaty rights, and although 
the codfisheries were the only prizes 
in view at the time of the treaty, they 
have since taken up the lobster trade 
and in other ways have expanded the in- 
terpretation of their rights. While Eng- 
land has usually been ready enough to 
resist encroachment upon her own 
rights, yet in this case she has more to 
win by conciliating France in other 
parts of the world than by watching too 
closely after a smal! affair like the cod- 
fisheries off Newfoundland. 

During the century which has passed 
a genuine population has taken posses- 
sion of the island, which in time be- 
came numerous enough to be accorded a 
local parliament and a governor of roy- 
al appointment. These people have 
been restive under the monopoly which 
has been given a foreign nation of the 


‘natural advantages which by rights be- 


long to them. They have under- 
taken to punish Frenchmen who exceed- 
ed their treaty rights, only to be dis- 
ciplined by imperial authority and made 
subjects of coercive legislation. Ten 
years ago the local parliament of New-

legislation to prevent interference with 
the French, undef the promise that the 
imperial. government would in a short 
time settle the whole matter to the sat- 
isfaction ~ A all concerned.

| _- BIFTY YEARS IN TEXAS. 
By an Old Georgian. 


Editor Constitution—As time rolls on 
Strangs things occur. So it is stragner 
for me to write, being blind, or so much 
So that I have not read a column in any 
newspaper in fourteen years, and particu- 
larly a paper with a wide circulation. 

I have been for long years a reader of The 
Constitution and up to the loss of my eye- 
sight and even now The Constitution is 
read in my family and is a very welcome 
visitor to my household. 

A brief sketch of the past may be of in- 
terest to some Georgian, especially as it is 
being penned by one who has traveled far 
down the winding aisle of time; if not let 
it find its way into the waste basket. About 
the year 1820 a man settled on Flint river, 
near where Albany was made the county 
site. This man surveyed and organized the 
county which was afterwards named for 
him, Baker county. His name was Wiilis 
P. Baker and he was my father. In April, 
1823, I first saw the light in Wilkerson 
county, Georgia. In 1827 my father moved 
to Muscogee county and settied among 
the Indians, sixteen miles east of Columbus, 
on the Upatoi creek, where I was raised, 
In 1832 my father wag elected to the Geor- 
gia legislature, whére he was a constant 
member until 1845, and in the days of 
Toombs and Stephens. I cast my first vote 
for James K,. Polk, in 1844, for ‘the annexa- 
tion of Texas. In 1845 I married Miss 
Roquemore, in Jones county, near Clinton, 
and my aged and beloved wife has traveled 
all these long years with me and now sits 
‘by my side as I pencil these thoughts of 
the past, 
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In December, 1848, I boxed her up with 
my baby boy and set them on wheels and 
after sixty days’ ride we rolled into Texas, 
on the Sabine river, in Panola county, near 
Carthage, where I have lived ever since. 
Being a farmer I have made fifty crops 
and one failure, which was in 1860, which 
year I did not gather a bushel of corn. We 
had five children born to us, three boys and 
two girls; all living an@ having families. 
I will also state that Mr. E. S. Hull, who 
lives in Carthage, came here about forty- 
three years ago from North Carolina and 
has eight children. Father, mother and 
all the children still living and. all have 
families but one, who is single. We would 
‘like for all of our old Georgia friends to 
note this point, especially those who think 
east Texas is a solid frog pond‘or an alliga- 
tor chill hola. You can see we have health 
and ilve as in other parts of the world. 
We should have credit for that which be- 
longs to us. I have lived hére the pest por- 
tion of my life and ought to know a little 


about Texas. 
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When I reached this county it voted 
about 150. the state about 40,000. Now Pa- 
nola county votes 3,200 and room for twice 
as many more provided they are thrifty 
and energetic. The state votes about 600,- 
000. Of late years, since being blind, I have 
often thought of visiting my old home, but 
as my populist feiends have not yet turned 
me over my per capita from the sub-treas- 
ury, owing to the failure of the’addendum 
and referendum in Texas, I will be com- 
pelled to wait awhile until they can get 
these matters adjusted or secure the gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads in order 
to meet my cash balance. I still hope, 
however, that these matters may all be 
soonsadjusted, so that I can visit Atlanta 
and see her great oculists there in search 
of relief for my eyes, so that I may be 
able to read again. 

We had an old custom in early days, 
when I first reached Texas, that when a 
man came in the state he had to take a 
drink of water out of Sabine river before 
he coulda cross to make him a fit Texan 
This was in the days of tallow candles und 
pine knot lights, and wo! come Buck, Ball 
and: you also Brandy. “Buck” and ‘‘Ball” 
are both still here, old residents like my-~ 
self, ‘but poor old Brandy is gone. They 
voted him out of Carthage about a year 
ago, and old Brandy’s place is now bejng 
substituted by cheap whisky.

I note that when Mr. President McKinley 
visited your great city you ce a 
great banquet and ovation and he gave 
you a great reception ana a fine speech. 
Much here has been said of his speech, 
the harmony, unity and good feeling pre- 
vailing. I was glad to hear of this, and it 
was good so far as it went. Had he gone 
on and suggested a measure by which the 
poor Georgian could be paid for his con- 
fiscated property then the boom would 
have been wide enough, long enough and 
deep enough to have admitted both warp 
and filling, and the blue and the gray both 
could have felt as if the great president 
was “‘sorter’ in earnest. 
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Something over fifty years ago, Texas 
was the lone star upon the western skies, 
but when the nineteenth century opens up 
Texas will be the brightest star upon the 
canopy of stripes and the undimmed bril- 
liancy will reflect to all her sister states 
the brightness of her prosperity. There 
are many things I could write, but for the 
want of my sight. I will state, however, 
that I have killed, guess, 1,000 deer in 
Texas, and in early days when [ killed no 
deer I got no meat.

‘LETTERS FROM THE PEO PLE. 
From an Old-Time Democrat. 


Editor Constitution—I am out and out 
Jeffersonian and Jacksonian democrat. But 
every now and then I have to regret some 
remarkable action of the party that has 
more of the semblance of mere partisan 
politics than of sound, democratic princi- 
ples and manly stafesmanship. [It would 
seem that General Grant, who was a demo- 
crat before our civil war, was not far from 
the truth when he said the democratic par- 
ty might be safely relied on to do some 
foolish thing just at the wrong time. Who 
would have thought that despite the advice 
of Bryan and other great democrats, and 
many of the leading democratic papers, 
there would be opposition by democratic 
United States senators to the ratification 
of the recent treaty of peace between Spain 
and this government? Who would have 
supposed that two things so totally dis- 
tinct as the question of ratification of the 
treaty of peace and what policy should be 
pursued touching the control and disposi- 
tion of territory acquired by that treaty, 
could ‘be confounded? The war was prompt- 
ed on the part of the United States by 
grand motives, and it was grandly and bril- 
liantly prosecuted to a victorious conclu- 
sion. Five commissioners of marked abil- 
ity and high character were appointed by 
our government to represent it at Paris to 
determine upon the proper terms and con- 
ditions of peace between the two nations. 
They were met by able and astute commis- 
sioners appointed by Spain.’ The outcome 
is a treaty resulting in great advantage to 
the people of the United States and charac- 
terized by a generous magnanimity on our 
part, which plainly said in effect: though 
we can hold the Philippines by right of 
conquest, we will not take them from you 
without compensation. And $20,000,000 was 
agreed upon. The treaty, in all its features, 
was fair, honorable and every way desira- 
ble in view of the whole premises. One 
less just to Spain, or advantageous to our 
own government would have failed to sat- 
isfy our people. It offered a happy, well 
adjusted finale to the war; and should have 
been ratified promptly by the senate in 
twenty-four hours after it was submitted 
by the president to that body. But no! Par- 
tisan policies and vaulting personal ambi- 
tions, must needs rush in, to tarnish and 
despoil the well-executed work, and thus 
make capital for would-be leaders of the 
party, as ig vainly supposed, in the next 
presidential campaign. 

Madame Roland, when she ascended the 
scaffold, uttered the following apostrophe 
.o the mock statute upon it: “Oh, liberty! 
how many crimes are committed in thy 
name?’’ One who has calmly contemplated 
for many years the action’ of politicians in 
and out of congress, is ready to paraphrase 
that apostrophe thus: “Oh, politics! what 
vicious deceptions of the people are com- 
mitted in your reckless, selfish game!’’ 

Ambitious rivalry, while not wrong, per 
sé, sometimes overleaps itself. We have a 
notable instance of this in the past history 
of our Own party. Van Buren, whose nom- 
ination by President Jackson, to be embas- 
sador to the court of St. James, was re- 
jected by the senate through the influence 
of great rival leaders of that day. Though 
thus deeply wounded while at this for- 
eign court by this political maneuver, he 
accepted it with calm dignity, and on his 
return home was taken up by the people, 
made vice president in Jackson’s second 
term, and Jackson's successor in the pres- 
idential chair. It was a wise and prophetic 
utterance of Lord Aukland when he said to 
Mr. Van Buren, after intelligence of his 
rejection by the senate had been received in 
England: “It is an advantage to a public 
man to be the subject of an outrage.”’

The state geological survey has been sus- 


tained. 

At a session of the legislative committee, 
held at the capitol yesterday afternoon, it 
was agreed reed’ to have a test vote on the 
main feature of the investigation as to the 
worth and vaiue of the survey to the state. 

The following resolution in substance was 
introduced: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
committee that the department of geology 
is of benefit to the state and ought to be 
sustained.’* 

The resolution was adopted by the com- 
mittee unanimously and without discussion. 

During the past two weeks a vast amount 
of evidence has been heard by the inves- 
tigating committee, including the state- 
ments of those familiar with the work of 
the geological survey and others who have 
been brought into dealings with the de- 
partment, | ; 

The evidence has all been on the side 
of the survey, only two witnesses, so it is 
stated by members of the committee, hav- 
ing testified against the department. The 
action of the members on the test resolu- 
tion introduced yesterday was no surprise 
to those who have taken an interest in 


the investigation. 
The report of the committee has not been 


drafted,, and. will. be . | and | 7

ready for the governor's signature until 
the end of the week. 

It is the purpose of the members to take 
up each part of the investigation separate- 
ly and vote on each before an attempt 
is made to draft the report. In this, it is 
thought by the members, all points on 
which the committee can differ will have 
been settled before the report is taken up, 
and. little time will be required to agree 
upon the wording of the report. 

The report of the committee will be 
handed to Governor Candler upon its com- 
pletion, and he is authorized by the leg- 
islature either to accept or reject it in 
part or in full, Such a course, however, 
on the part of the governor is believed 
to be extremely improbable, since the com- 
mittee has spent three weeks in taking 
testimony on every feature of the survey 
and is in a position to know whether the 
survey is of value to the state or not. 

When the report receives the signature 
of the governor the conditional appropria- 
tion of $8,000, made at the last session of 
the legislature, will be turned over for the 
use of the department, and it is understood 
that the survey will be conducted in the 
future as it has been in the past. 

Administration Before Committee. 

A meeting of the committee was held at 
the state capitol last evening at which 
the members listened to the final state- 
ment of the head of the survey, Professor 
Yeates. Professor Yeates was calied on 
for his statement last week, but was un- 
able to finish it on account of the indis- 
position of Senator Wingfield, the chairman 
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of the committee. The statement was con- 
cluded last evening and covered in full the 
whole of his administration, showing how 
he had conducted the department. He 
turned over to the committee what records 
had not been delivered to them. 

It is thought by members that the ques- 
tion of sustaining the present administra- 
tion of the department will come up today, 
and the members will then be called upon 
to indorse or condemn the work of the in- 
cumbent, Professor Yeates. On this point 
the members of the committee will say 
nothing, and although it is known that a 
division exists in the committee, it is 
thought that the work of Professor Yeates 
will be sustained, 

In regard to the administration, consid- 
erable evidence has been heard by the 
committee, and it is known that ali has 
been favorable to the head of the survey 
with the exception of one or two witnesses. 

It is understood that the evidence of one 
witness, who was expected to injure the 
case of Professor Yeates, turned out in 
the committee room to be altogether in 
favor of him and his administration. 

The result of the committee’s action in 
regard to the administration will be made 
known today or tomorrow. 

The action of the committee in sustain- 
ing the survey yesterday was final, for the 
reason that all evidence has been closed 
and the work of investigating the records 
of the office completed. The concluding 
statement of Professor Yeates, made last 
night, was in the nature of information that 
the committee proposes to gain, and the 
rest of the session until adjournment will 
be devoted to a review of some portions 
of the evidence and the drafting of the 
committee’s report. 


Committee Does Good Work. 

The investigating committee appointed 
from the house and senate to examine into 
the conduct and usefulness of the state 
geological survey consists of five of the 
best known members of the legislature. 
The committee consists of Senator Wing- 
field, chairman; Senetor Perkins, Senator 
Hanby, Representative Tatum and Repre- 
sentative Adams. Representative Adams 
has acted in the capacity of secretary to 
the committee and has rendered valuable 
service in that capacity. 

The committee has continued its work 
for over two weeks, holding two regular 
sessions daily and examining witnesses 
from every part of the state. a 

It is thought that the last work of the 
committee will be accomplished before the 
end of the week. 

In addition to recommending that the 


beHeved that the committee will commend 
the present administration of the survey 
and compliment Professor Yeates’s work 
for the state.

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HEALTH OF THE CITY 
FOR THE PAST YEAR 


The comparative statistics of deaths and 
diseases for the year 1898, compiled by Sec- 
retary Monteith, of the sanitary depart- 
ment, give opportunity for some interest- 
ing study relative to the health of Atlanta. 
There is probably no municipality in the 
United States that can show a better rec- 
ord for the past year than Atlanta. The 
figures indicate an improvement in the gen. 
eral health of the city, considering the 
large increase in population. 

The record shows an increase of mor- 
tality of only sixty-five over the previous 
year. It is estimated that the population 
must have increased nearly 56,000, This, 
therefore, is taken as a very encouraging 
showing. The figures show that the colored 
people die faster than the whites. 

There were only two more cases of 
typhoid fever in 1898 than in 1897, and there 
were sixteen cases of scarlet fever in 1897 
and none in 1898. On the whole, the general 
health of the city is considered unusually 
good. Atlanta is free from epidemics of

Judge Candler Heard the Injunction Suits Against the Atlanta 
Railway Company Yesterday, 


ATLANTA RAILWAY WINS OUT. 


Conselidated Files an Amendment to Its 
Original Petitlen, 


ABLE ARGUMENT IN PERKINS CASE 


Consolidated Case Will Probably Be 
Concluded Today and Judge Cand- 
ler May Announce His De- 
cision Soon—Much In- 
terest Is Shown. 


Judge Candler denied the injunction ask- 
ed for by T. P. Perkins against the At- 
lanta Railway Company, yesterday after- 
noon, The argument in the case was de- 
livered yesterday, and at the close, Judge 
Candler said he would not have tho time 
at present to give his reasons in writing 
for denying the injunction, but that to pre- 
vent delay, he would sign an order at once. 

Attorney Charles T. Hopkins, represent- 
ing Mr. Perkins, asked if the court would 
allow time for him to prepare a bill of 
exceptions for the purpose of appealing 
the case. Judge Candler refused to grant a 
supersedeas of any kind, but the case will 
go to a higher court as soon as the Dill 
of exceptions can be prepared. 

The case consumed almost all of yester- 
day. Able arguments were made by the 
attorneys, and the features of the case were 
thoroughly discussed. Messrs. Hoke Smith 
and H. C. Peeples and King & Spalding 
represented the defendant company. 

Judge Candler convened the court in his 
criminal courtroom on Pryor street, but 
later moved to Judge Lumpkin’s court- 
room in the courthouse. Two sessions were 
held, one in the morning from 9 o’clock «to 
12:30, and from 2 o’clock to 5 in the after- 
noon. The case was completed about 3:30 
o’clock, when other business was taken up. 

Hopkins Begins Argument... 

The case was opened by Mr. Hopkins, 
who read a portion of the testimony deliv- 
ered before the commissioners. He then 
made a short argument in opening the case. 
He outlined his position and cited the au- 
thorities upon which he relied in the sub- 
Stantiation of his arguments. He also stat- 
ed the grounds upon which he based his 
case. Mr. Hopkins was followed in the 
argument by H. C. ‘Peeples for the Atlanta 
Railway Company. 

Mr. Peeples said that Mr. Hopkins had 
stated that the purposes of the new char- 
ter had not been clearly set out. He read 
a portion of the charter to show that the 
intentions of the new charter were clearly 
made. He also read parts of the answer of 
the defendant for the same purpose. Por- 
tions of the petition of the plaintiff were 
read by Mr. Peeples and the allegations de- 
nied, 

Mr. Hopkins said that the officers of 
the defendant company had proposed to 
issue preferred stock. Mr. Peeples denied 
this. He said that the company had no 
right and no intention to issue preferred 
stock. Mr. Peeples said that Perkins ‘had no 
standing before the court, and even if he 
did, he could not have any right as a bond- 
holder. He said that the plaintiff could 
not be injured in any way in respect to the 
bonds he holds. 

Mr, Peeples spoke of Perkins’s motive, 
and said that the bill for injunction was 
filed ‘before he secured the stock, and that 
he was not a bona fide holder, but that his 
stock was held in the interest of a riva} cor- 
poration. He read many authorities to up- 
hold’ the arguments he made, and in an- 
swer to the claims and arguments advanced 
by Mr. Hopkins. 

Mr. Peeples said that the motive of Per- 
kins, as shown by the evidence, was only 
one of revenge; or if this was not true, that 
he Was acting as a puppet in the hands of 
others. 

“Tihis bill was filed,’’ said he, ‘‘accord- 
ing to the statement of -Mr. Hopkins, be- 
fore Perkins received the stock. The bill 
Was filed not iater than 1:30 o’clock, and 
it was after 2 o’clock before the stock was 
put in Perkins’s name. If your honor will 
read, not between the lHnes, but in the 
lines you will see that Mr. Lowry is not 
willing to swear who owns that stock.” 

Argument of Mr. Smith. 

Mr. Hoke Smith followed Mr. Peeples in 
his argument for the defendant. 

He said he would discuss the case in the 
light of two propositions. One was, that 
Perkins was a stockholder and without any 
criticism of him as a stockhokier, and the 
other, that he was not a stockholder. . 

Mr. Smith said that the stock was bought 
by Perkins on December 3th, and that at 
that time the scheme of extending the lines 
of the railway had been made at a stock- 
holders’ meeting; that the franchises had 
been obtained and the work of construction 


had actually begun. 
“All these things had been done,” gaid 


| Mr. Smith, “and the authorities hold that 


ene in Perkins’s situation cannot go be- 
hind the time at which he seems to claim 
that he purchased the stock. All the prep- 
arations had been made before Perkins was 
known in it. I might take up more time 
with this proposition, but I do not think 
it necessary, it being so simple.” 

Mr. Smith said there are three ways “ay 
which the extensions may be made. One 
was to buy Perkins out; another was to go’ 
en according to the charter and remain 
within its limitations. 

“It is suggested,” said Mr. Smith, “that 
the company is contemplating selling out 
to another company. I maintain that a 
majority of the stockholders have a right 
to do this, if the charter allows them 
to sell. They would, however, have to sell 
subject to the bonds.” 

Mr. Smith stated that the general counsel : 
of the company knew they had no right 
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to issue any preferred stock,. and such 
a thing was never contemplated as had 
been charged by the opposing counsel. He 
held that it the majority attempted to do 
anything that did not give every right to 
every stockholder or bondholder, then 
there would be some ground for an injunc- 
tion, and the minority could ask for it. 

“If a new company should be organized,” 
gaid he, “and the stock of the present 
company sold, every one would get his 
rights, and there is no ground now for an 
injunction to prevent such a transaction. 
If Mr. Perkins owns this stock he may 
decide to sell, but if the Consoiidated owns 
it, it might not want to sell at any price. 

“T am not prepared to concede that Mr. 
Perkins owns 1 cent of this stock. I am 
not prepared to concede that Mr. Perkins 
is behind this litigation.”’ 

Mr. Smith took the original bill and 
@rgued that the name of the plaintiff was 
placed in it after the bill had been pre- 
pared. He said that the date was added 
one day before the transfer of stock took 
place. 3 

He reviewed some of the testimony of 
Captain Lowry, who, he said, swore he did 
not think Mr. Kirkpatrick was gocd 
the mioney. 

“Instructions,’’ said Mr. Smith, ‘were 
given a day before Perkins arrived in the 
city and before he had been consulted, that 
the stock be put in his name. His in- 
terest in this litigation is manifest by his 
absence today.’’ 

Mr. Smith told of the visit Perkins made 
to Mr. Hopkins’s office, where he found the 
bill for injunction already prepared. He 
argued that others instigated the litigation. 

“Who owns this stock? Hunt, Lowry, 
Sanders or the Consolidated Street Rail- 
way?” said Mr. Smith. “They put up the 
money for Perkins; he swore to the Dill 
before he®*saw the note ,and the bill was 
filed before the certificate of stock was de-

‘MERCHANT BUCKMAN 


He Was Attacked by Four Negroes 
Last Night. 


EY TRIED TO ROB HIS STORE 


Man Attempted To Save His Goods 
d Was Severely Injured. 


ARRESTED AND LOCKED UP 


| Shots Fired at One of the Ne- 
groes by Officers Cornett and 
Hudson. 


Last evening about 7 o’clock two negro 
men and two negro women attempted to 
murder and rob Robert J. Buckman, a 
merchant, in his store at the corner of 
Courtland street and Edgewood avenue. 
One of the women was afterwards caught 
by Patrolmen George Cornett and Hudson, 
and one of the men was chased and shot at. 

The four negroes entered Buckman’s store 
and said they wished to buy clothing. One 
of the men asked for a pair of trousers 
and requested that his measure be taken. 
While Buckman was taking the measure 
the other three nogroes began to help them- 
Selves to a lot of coats and vests. Buck- 
man attempted to save his goods and was 
assaulted by the men. As he grappled with 
one of them the two women beat him over 
the head with sticks. 

Buckman was severely injured, having 
been bitten and terribly -beaten over the 
body and head. 

The merchant's cries for help were heard 
by Patrolmen Cornett and Hudson and the 
officers ran to the store from the corner of 
Edgewood avenue and Butler street. The 
robLers saw them coming and left the store, 
‘running in an opposite direction. 

The policemen headed off one of the 
men and fired at him three times, but failed 
to capture him. Half an hour after the 
robbery and attcenipted murder, Buckman 
saw one of tho women and had her ar- 
rested. She gate her name as Patience 
Williams and denied having been in the 
store. 

Buckman says the men who were in his 
store were Randall Summers and John 
Chapman. He knew them both. 

Summers and Chapman were caught at a 
late hour last night and locked in the sta-

RATES ARE SCALED DOWN 


Freight Charges on Cotton ‘Kes Re- 
duced at Several Points. 


CUTS MADE IN THEIR INTEREST 


Qa 


Under Prevailing Conditions Atlanta 
Was Drawing Business from. With- 
in 100 Miles of Here. 


Taking effect today, the rates on cotton 
are scaled down all over the territory with- 
in 100 to 1530 miles of Atlanta. 

Columbus, Macon, Elberton, Calhoun 
Falis, Rome and twenty other points get 


; lower rates to the Virginia cities. 


The rate of 20 cents from Atlanta and 
Athens to Virginia ports and 19 cents to 
south Atlantic ports, becomes operative 
on all lines. The differential of 6 cents 
theretofore demanded by the south Atlantic 
ports is reduced to'1 cent. 

The reduction from points around At- 
lanta is made to prevent the cotton from 
coming in here, as it would to some ex- 
tent if there was a marked difference be- 
tween the rates from this city and the 
charge from neighboring points. 

As has been stated before in The Con- 
stitution, the cut in cotton rates from At- 
lanta to Virginia ports while nominally 2 
cents, is really only about 11 cents. This 
is because there is practically no Atlanta 
proper cotton, and all the cotton that is 
shipped in here bears a local rate, which 
is deducted from the through rate when 
the cotton goes to the ports. 

Chairman Parrott, of the Southeastern 
Freight Association, returned on Sunday 
from the New York meeting. That con- 
ference arranged for these reduced rates 
alluded to. Another conference will be held 
at St. Augustine February 9th and 10th 
when the cotton rates from Atlanta will 
be again taken up.

FAST TRAINS IN THE SOUTH. 


Better Time Made from. New York to 


Atlanta Than to Chicago. 

A comparison of schedules shows that the 
fast mail service between New York and 
Atlanta is quicker than that between New 
York and Chicago. 

The shortest rail route between those 
two cities is 900 miles, or just eighteen 
miles farther than from New York to 
Atlanta. 

The schedule from New York to Chicago 
is twenty-five hours. and between New 
York and Atlanta twenty-four hours. The 
New York Central’s fastest mail train runs 
thirty-six miles an hour, while the South- 
ern railway’s fast mail makes 36.41 miles 
per hour. 

The trunk lines of the north run through 
a thickly populated country and have heavy 
travel and heavy mails. These roads are 
also double tracked, while in the south the 
roads have only a single track. Every- 
thing considered, this part of the south 
has better mail service from New York 
than the west has. Roads in the south 
are giving as excellent service now as any 
roads in the country. The trains from the 
west into the south, both to Atlanta and 
New Orleans, are making very fast time

Indian Warrior Is Given a Bed for the 
Night—How He Looks and 
Talks. 


Red Beaver, a noted Indian warrior, spent 
last night at the police barracks.

FINANCES IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


The Profits To Be Gained by This 
Mountry from the Islands. 
From The New York World. 

Tthe following facts about the financial 
condition of the Philippines are given by 
Bdward W. Harden, United States com- 
missioner to the Philippines: 

“In figuring on the profits to be derived 
from holding the Philippine islands, and 
viewing the matter wholly from a financial 
point. of view, the increased trade which 
our merchants and manufacturers wil] ob- 
tain must be considered an important fac- 
tor. It ie not only in the trade of the 
Philippine islands that this advantage will 
be felt, but im that of China, with its mil- 
lions.of people and its thousands of miles 
of country absolutely unexplored and 
closed to western civilization. I believe 
that the holding of the Philippines by the 


Unitea States will result in great good to } 


the people of the islands, that the trade 
and commerce of the United States will 
be materially increased; that from this 
there will be a growth of the merchant 
shipping of our country, and that after the 
first few months the islands will be gov- 
erned with as little trouble to the United 
States as we now govern Alaska. As to 
the actual receipts and expenditures in the 
Philippines, the future must be left to 
solve this problem and to answer the ques- 
tion. 

‘For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1897, 
the revenues from the Philippines were $17,- 
474,180, an@ the expenditures $17,293,889, sil- 
ver, or in gold, approximately $8,737,060 in 
revenues and $8,646,644 in expenditures. 
These fi do not include the direct or 
indirect taxes of the various provinces in 
land taxes, fees, licenses and the cedulas 
personal, or head tax, which amounted to 
more than the revenues of the colonial 
government. 

“The taxes of the provinces are more 
than sufficient to pay the cost of civil gov- 
ernment according to the ideas of men fa-

before the new crops would be available. On 
the other hand as open weather arrives and 
wheat seems in good condition, offerings 
may come forward from every corner of the 
world, especially if the price gets started 
downward. Probabilities favor extremely 
bullish or bearish advices from time to 
time in the near future, alternating from 
one to the other, and almost assuring a 
wide market for a considerable period 
especially with the increased speculation of 
the past week. Many conditions at the 
present time are similar to those of Jan- 
uary, 1893, including the course and action 
of the stock market.

Other Markets Followed the Lead of 
Wheat and Closed at a Small 
Loss. * 


Chicago,. January 30.—Speculators in 


wheat today were very much in favor of 
lower price for the commodity.

The world’s 
shipments of wheat and flour to Europe for 
the week amounted to 7,150,000 bushels, 
With a tendency on the part of Russia to 
increase her output. The amount on ocean 
passage was 480,000 bushels more than it was 
a week ago, and the result of the week's 
domestic stock takang was an increase of 
310,000 bushels in the visible. The total of 
the latter was found to be 28,583,000 bushels, 
or about 8,000,000 bushels greater than at 
the corresponding period of the previous 
year. The primary western market receipts 
aggregated 949,000 bushels, against 550,000 
bushels a year ago.’ The clearances of 
wheat and flour at the Atlantic ports, ex- 
clusive of Galveston, was 1,053,000 bushels. 
Liverpool closed %@%d lower for futures, 
and Paris showed a decline of 10@15 cen- 
times. The government crop report, ex- 
pected after the close of the session, caused 
some selling in anticipation of its contain- 
ing something bearisih. Beerbohms late in 
the day cabled saying the correct world’s 
shipments of wheat and flour should be 
called 8,000,000. On receipt of this piece of 
news holders began to lose confidence again, 
and a season of free liquidation set in, un-

Cold weather was a bearish argument in 
corn.

“and two jumped out and walked over to the 
window.

“Commend me to a slick thief,’ he said. 
“But this is about a fellow who takés the 
¢aké when it comes to smooth work. 

“The smoothest thing about it is that, 
though they have caught up with the fel- 
low’s cupers, they have never been able to 
lay eyes on him after he was found out. | 

“The fellow had a habit of taking his 
meals at one of the best hotels in the up- 
per part of the city. Very soon after his 
appearance at the hostelry the manager 
began to miss silver ware from his tables. 
Of course the blame was laid at first on 
the waiters, but after searching a number 
of employees several times, the manager 
began to search for another solution of the 
mystery.

livered. Is that the kind of way for a 
litigant to ask for,protection of his rights?’ 

Mr. Smith argued that in the light of 
the relations Perkins had with Kirkpatrick 
and othérs, that he could not be a bona 
fide holder of any of the stock. 

Mr. Smith closed his argument by saying 
that the defendant company did not wish 
to-do anything that is not allowed by the 
charter. He said that for Perkins to sus- 
tain his pleas he must show that he really 
owns the stock. 

‘The only issue,”’ he said, “is whether the 
majority has a right to sell out the stock of 
the company.’’ 

Mr. Hopkins Closes. 

Mr. Hopkins followed Mr. Smith -in the 
closing argument. He took up the argu- 
ments delivered by the attorneys for the 
defendant, and said that he only asked 
from the court the rights due his client as a 
stockholder, and if he eould get the evidentée 
in the case before the court, he had ho fear 
as to the outcome of the case. He dis- 
cussed the legal status of the case in an 
able manner, and cited authority to support 
his contentions. He held that the majority 
has the right to sell the stock of the com- 
pany, but he wanted,to see them exer- 
cise it. icc: 

Mr. King said that“{#@ supreme court of 
the United States had held that when the 
majority wanted to sell, it had a right to 
do so, 

Mr. Hopkins said that it must be a sale; 
that it could not be ah exchange, and that 
the sale had to be a public one. 

“There is not a word in our law,” 
said he, “to show any authority for this 
company to consolidate its stock. The,sit- 
uation is whether a stockholder can be 
forced to give up his stock in one company 
for etock in another.” 

Mr, Hopkins said the scheme was to put 
$500,000 in bonds on the road, $200,000 of. pre- 
ferred stock and $800,000 of common ,stock. 
He read from the testimony of Mr. Spald- 
ing to show that the plan was to get the 
Baltimore capitalists to buy al] the stock 
and get the money from Baltimore for the 
extensions. This was denied by Mr, King. 
Mr. Hopkins said it was a fraud on Per- 
kins to arrange to dispose of the stock a8 
they (meaning the majority stockholders) 
had agreed to do. The manner 
in which the said the majority 
had agreed was to exchange 
the stock of one company for the stock of 
another company. He read authorities to 
show that the majority stockholde*s could 
not do this to the detriment of the minority 
stockholders. 

“They cannot make a sale to themselves 
and make a profit out of it,” said Mr. 
Hopkins. ‘They may get rid of some of 
the stockholders, but they cannot profit by 
- this riddance.” 

Mr. Hopkins spoke of the issue of stock 
and bonds, and, said after the $100,000 said 
to be necessary to build the new exten- 
sions had been spent the company would 
have $900,000 left. He said all the lines ex- 
cept one competed with lines of the Con- 
solidated. He déclare@ the object was to 
build, float and sell. “The proposition,” 
said he, “to place upon the ‘feeders’ $200,- 
000 more debt than is tow borne bythe 
trunk line, méans that the majority /does 
not intend to keep its money in the invest- 
ment.” 

Judge Candler required but a short time 
to make his decision. It was a mutch quick~ 
er settlement of the case than was ex- 
pected. 

City Is Made a Party..: 

The city of Atlanta has been made a 
party defendant to the suit for injunction 
brought by the Consolidated Street Railway 
Company: against thé [Atlanta Railway 
Company. The hearing of the motion for a 
permanent injunction was taken up before 
Judge Candler yesterday afternoon imme- 
diately after the completion of the case of 
Perkins against the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany. The hearing only progressed a short 
time before the hour of adjournment was 
reached. It will be resumed this morning 
at 9 o'clock. : 

Judge Candler informed counsel that he 
did not care to hear the original petition 
read, as it was quité lengthy. Colonel 
Goodwin, representing the plaintiff, read 
an atnendment to the petition in which he 
stated that the Consolidated was protected 
in its rights to the right Of way on Mitchell 
street by the constitution of the United 
States, which insures to every one the pro- 
tection of life, liberty and property. It was 
also’ claimed in the amendment that, the 
vety fact of the granting by the city of the 
franchise to the Atlanta Railway Company 
on Mitchell street, causing the condemna- 
tion of the right of way of the Consolidated, 
was an impairment of .a contract not only 
between the city and the Consolidated, but 
also between the property owners and the 
Consolidated.

A lively debate was had 
before thé doors were closed with spectators 
outside. 

Mr. Rosser said before the meeting was 
called to order that the committee wanted 
to hold a private session. He called Mr. 
Walker and Mr. Brown to one side, and a 
consultation took place. When the commit- 
tee assembled he announcéd that the meet- 
ing would be private. 

Mr. Brown said that all the meetings of 
the board ought to be open. 

“Mr. Chairman,” he said, ‘I want to be 
put on record as voting against that. I 
thik these meetings ought. to be open. 
Theré is, af @ there shoiild be nothing to 
conceal, Every tax payer of the county 
has a right te hear the deliberations of this 
board’ or its committees, and know what is 
doné. I want them to know what goes on 
behind these doors, and, as far as I am 


‘concerned, they will know it.” 


Chairman Réssetf put the motion, and he 
and Mr. Walker voted to exclude every oie. 
Mr. Brown voted to have an open session. 

After the session was organized, it was 
found that there was nothing before it. The 
chairman had not received any communica- 
tion from thé Atlanta Home Insurance 
Company, and he had failed tu notify any 
of the officérs of the meeting. Ciunty At- 
torney Rosser said he had issued the fi. fas., 
and that they were in his office, and that 
Mr. Palmer, attorney for the company, had 
announced that he thought thére would be 
a. settlement, . 

Mr. Brown then moved for an adjourn- 
ment, and the secret meeting was over. 


MINISTERS DISCUSS REVIVAIS. 


Dr. Quillian Thinks They Are of Great 
Importance. 


The Methodist Ministers’ Association met 
yesterday morning in the basement of 
Trinity church and discussed severa] topics 
of interest, chief among which was the stb- 
ject of ‘Revivals, with Special Reference to 
Time and Means.” 

Dr. Quillian was the first speaker. He 
declared that theré was great necessity for 
revivals, and that every minister should 
be interested in promoting them. He felt 
they should be ander the direction of some 
duly constituted leader, to whose authority 
the other ministers should submit, and at 
the same time co-operate with. This leader, 
he said, showld be the pastor of the church, 
and he should choose his own lieutenants. 

The speaker also directed attention to the 
necessity of counteracting the effects of 
bad literaturé, arid said that the évil should 
be met with good literature.

Rev. W. D. Hamilton also discussed the 
subject, taking a different ground from Dr. 
Quillian on the centralization of leadership, 
and sustaining his position by citing two in- 
stances within his personal knowledge of 
revivals at which there was no leader, 
through pecular combinations of circum- 
stances, ‘save the Holy Spirit. 

Further discussion of the subject was de- 
cided on for Monday next, at which time 
Rev. Lovejoy will preside.

But there are some interesting stories that 
have sifted in through the friends of some 
of the fishermen—stories that would sound 
like fish fiction if the veracity of the ra- 
conteurs was not vouched for by their well- 
known integrity in business and private 
life.

After hearing a 
few facts of the fishermen’s stay in Flort- 
da, any sort of story is to be believed, so 
The Constitution, while not holding itself 
responsible for the entire accurady of some 
narratives founded on the Homosassa trip, 
presents thrilling details garnered from pri- 
vate sources.
